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PREFACE 


The Australian Agricultural Company occupies a strange, half-way position 
in the story of Australian settlement. On the one hand it was just another 
large sample of free enterprise, similar to any number of others which have 
characterised Australia since the 1820s. On the other hand the Company’s 
early aspirations and experience cast a distinctive, sideways light on the 
whole business of colonisation. 


Increasingly, towards the end of the twentieth century, Australian historians 
have been preoccupied with the story of the nation. A hopeful and 
enlightening move this may be in many ways. But we lose a little as well. In 
the first place, a concern with the nation as such means less interest in the 
way in which the various colonies began and evolved, each in its own right 
- their fundamental ideals, their methods of government and so forth. Even 
the foundations of democracy and of mass education during the second 

half of mid-nineteenth century seem less important now because they were 
colonial rather than national achievements. 


In these circumstances it may be even more difficult to appreciate the 
significance of the Australian Agricultural Company as a colonising effort. 
Founded by an Act of the British Parliament in 1824 the Company followed 
very deliberately in the steps of those great chartered enterprises which 
had sent English capital and labour to several parts of North America — to 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Georgia - when that continent 
was, from an English perspective, a “wilderness”. But the A. A. Company 
itself set a precedent. It was one of several such enterprises designed for 
the frontier of settlement in Europe’s antipodes. The Van Diemen’s Land 
Company followed almost immediately. Both the A. A. Company and the 
V. D. L. Company took very large grants of land and their acreage made it 
hard for them to position themselves anywhere but at a distance from the 
colonial capitals. But there was a virtue also in isolation. Both were to be 
mini-colonies in their own right, subject to the governors in Sydney and in 
Hobart but ruled as well from board-rooms in London. 


Some of the founders of settlement at Swan River, in Western Australia, 
hoped to use the same model. This scheme came unstuck, but its failure 
did not prevent the foundation of the South Australian Company as an 
essential part of the project at St Vincent Gulf in the mid 1830s - the 
“province” of South Australia. There too there was a peculiar tension, for 
a time, between the company’s little principality on Kangaroo Island and 
the governor in Adelaide. Finally, across the Tasman, the New Zealand 
Company was profoundly important in the settlement of New Zealand 
during the 1840s. 


In each case the tug of war was not only one of rival authorities. It was 
also a matter of varying idealism. It would be wrong to be too starry-eyed 


about the altruistic hopes of the Australian Agricultural Company. As 

with all these enterprises, the main point was to make money. To some 
extent high-mindedness was a disguise, taken up in order to win friends in 
Parliament and to put as much pressure as possible on the Colonial Office 
in the argument for Crown land and convict labour. But there certainly was 
an understanding that the Company represented something unprecedented 
in the colonisation of the Australian mainland. It was designed to create in 
this country a new kind of workforce, and thus a new kind of population 

- moral, orderly and intelligent. It was a striking symptom of the kind of 
ambition which was now focussed on this part of the world. This was a 
chartered company backed by large official promises. It represented one 
aspect of a powerful combination of free and state enterprise, a combination 
characteristic of the period which followed the Napoleonic wars and one 
which may be too little understood in Australian history. Here, in some 
ways, was a curious echo of eighteenth-century mercantilism. But here too 
was the beginning of that tradition, so important for Australia, which made 
officialdom itself into something of an entrepreneur. 


The Australian Agricultural Company thus offered an unusual challenge 

to the government in Sydney. The local committee which managed in the 
first years was the most powerful body which had ever existed in the colony, 
outside government. The commissioners who took over from the committee 
from 1829 were also important men, though as the colony expanded they 
became gradually less obvious in the overall scheme of things. Sir Edward 
Parry, the first commissioner, was a particularly striking figure, a gentleman 
of title, certain of his own importance, highly intelligent and determined 

to make the Company a moral enterprise — a beacon of high-minded 
paternalism for the colony at large. 


In some ways then, the early records of the Australian Agricultural Company 
have an importance for historians similar to Historical Records of New 
South Wales and the Historical Records of Australia. They do not have the 
same far-ranging significance, but as a core of official data they tell a similar 
story of order imposed and of idealism both realised and disappointed. In 
reading one by one the governor’s despatches, as they appear in HRNSW 
and HRA, it is possible to trace the unfolding of personality among leading 
figures as well as catching a little at least of the cross-currents of lesser lives. 
The same can be done with the records reproduced here. 


This was government in the bush. The Company’s ambivalent character is 
frequently obvious - money-making is often overlaid in these documents 
with a sense of some larger purpose, or at least some larger dignity. In 
that way the official records of the Company not only say something about 
the early possibilities of government in Australia but also about the early 
possibilities of capitalism.

INTRODUCTION 


The Australian Agricultural Company was formed in London in April 1824 
to raise fine woolled sheep on a Crown Grant in the Colony of New South 
Wales. The labour-force was to consist mainly of assigned convicts, but 
the Company was to send out overseers, shepherds, mechanics and other 
servants, together with a supply of pure-bred Merino sheep, cattle and 
horses. 


The first Company ‘Establishment’ sailed from England in June 1825 on the 
York and the Brothers - under the direction of the Company’s Agent, Robert 
Dawson. Dawson was to be supported in his endeavours by a Colonial 
Committee of Management composed of local shareholders. In the event, 
the members of the Committee were James Macarthur, Dr James Bowman 


and Hannibal Hawkins McArthur. 


Soon after his arrival, in early 1826, Dawson made the decision to take up 
the whole of the Company’s one million acre grant between Port Stephens 
and the Manning River. The next two years were occupied with exploration 
and the establishment of the Company Settlement at Carrabean (later 
Carrington) on the northern shore of Port Stephens, No | Farm (near 
Carrington), No 2 Farm (Stroud), and a chain of sheep stations north 
towards the out station at Gloucester. 


Meanwhile, in London, the Company had been prevailed on to take over 
the coal mines at Newcastle NSW. The Mining Establishment, under John 
Henderson, arrived aboard the Australia in November 1826. Through 
various misunderstandings between the Company, the Company’s Colonial 
Committee, the ‘Home Government’ (London) and the ‘Local’ Government’ 
(NSW), the matter did not proceed, the differences being referred back to 
London for resolution. 


Robert Dawson was dismissed by the Colonial Committee in April 1828. 
When the news was received in London, the Directors sought to appoint an 
authoritative Commissioner who could manage their operations without an 
advisory Colonial Committee. Their choice was Captain William Edward 
Parry RN (1790-1855), then Hydrographer Royal. In 1829 he and John 
Franklin were knighted in recognition of their naval expeditions between 


1817 and 1825 in the Canadian Arctic in search of the North West Passage. 


Sir Edward Parry and his wife Isabella (née Stanley) arrived in New South 
Wales in December 1829 aboard the William. His brief was to restore 

and maintain due order in the Company’s establishments; to review the 
situation of the Company’s million acre Grant on the northern shores of Port 
Stephens and arrange an exchange of lands if necessary; and to negotiate 
further with the Colonial Government over the management of coal mines. 
By the time this volume opens, some matters had been resolved. 


The Land Grant 

It had been agreed that that the eastern part of the Port Stephens Estate 
(around the Great Lakes) should be returned to the Crown and an area 
equivalent in size should be taken in another elsewhere. The selection of 
this new location took up a good deal of Parry’s time, as will be seen from 
the number of letters dedicated to the subject. 


The Coal Mines at Newcastle 

By mid 1832, the Company’s mine (A Pit) at Newcastle had been in regular 
operation for six months. In part to compensate the Company for the 
expense of the extended negotiations, the Home Government had agreed to 
a thirty one year monopoly for the Company’s coal mining operations. 


The questions which remain to be resolved, and covered by these letters, 
include the price at which coal was to be sold to the Government and the 
area and location of the 2,000 acre land grant at Newcastle. 


The Company’s Establishment 


Officers 

Under Parry as Commissioner — based at Tahlee, near Carrington - the 
Company’s Establishment at Port Stephens was divided into departments: 
Accounts (Accountant J E Ebsworth), Flocks (Superintendent Charles 
Hall), Cattle, Stud and Agriculture (Superintendent Henry Hall), and Works 
(Superintendent Thomas Lindsay Ebsworth). The Coal Establishment 

in Newcastle consisted of John Henderson (Colliery Manager), William 
Croasdill (Accountant) and James Steel (Engineer). Other officers included 
the Surgeon and Botanist, Dr James Edward Stacy, the Surveyors John 
Armstrong and Henry Dangar, and Parry’s private secretary, Henry Darch. 


Indentured Servants 

Most of the overseers, and some of the shepherds and mechanics were 
originally recruited in Europe: England, Scotland and Germany. They 
were collectively known as the ‘indented servants’, from the ‘indentures’ or 
contracts they had signed to serve the Company for a fixed period, usually 
seven years. By early 1832 many of these contracts were coming up for 
renewal or cancellation. 


Convicts/Assigned Servants 

Most of the Company’s shepherds, stockmen and labourers, were convicts 
otherwise termed ‘assigned servants. Convicts had either a fixed term 
sentence, usually seven or fourteen years, or Life. Others employees in this 
general category included: 


e Ticket of leave men, that is convicts holding a ‘ticket’ entitling them 
a degree of freedom of occupation and lodging within a nominated 
district (such as Port Stephens) before the end of their sentence or 
obtaining a pardon, or 


e Emancipists, that is former convicts whose terms had expired or who 
had obtained a pardon. 


Obtaining sufficient numbers of convicts was a constant battle for the 
Company: the Board for the Assignment of Servants never had sufficient 
newcomers to meet the increasing demand; nor even to replace those whose 
sentences were completed. 


The indentured servants and emancipists were also generally categorised as 
‘Free’ (F), the assigned servants and ticket-of-leave men as ‘Convict’ (C). 


Military Establishment 

Although appointed justices of the peace, neither Sir Edward Parry, nor 
Edward Ebsworth could act in cases concerning Company servants, free or 
convict. These were matters for the Resident Magistrate, Captain Moffatt, 
who headed the small military police establishment based at Port Stephens. 
The maintenance of the police establishment, the responsibility for payment 
of salaries and wages, and relations with the Company’s own convict 
constables, were frequently the subject of correspondence. 


Company Chaplain 

Sir Edward Parry actively sought the support of the Directors in the 
appointment of a Chaplain. In the meantime he personally conducted 

the Sunday services, baptisms and funerals at Port Stephens, arranging 
occasional visits by the Archdeacon and other clergy whenever possible. 
The appointment of Charles Price, a Congregational minister, as Chaplain 
caused some controversy amongst the Company’s Officers, and invoked the 
disapproval of the Archdeacon, William Grant Broughton. 


Colonial Shareholders 

The Company’s capital stock was divided into 10,000 shares, each to a 
nominal value of £100. As additional monies were needed, ‘calls’ were made 
on the shareholders. By 1832, thirteen calls had been made, totalling £23 
per £100 share. 


Two hundred shares had been reserved for offer to colonial shareholders, 
and the Commissioner was responsible for arranging the collection of 

the calls as they came due. By mid 1832, several of the original colonial 
shareholders had died (eg John Piper, John Oxley and Robert Campbell); 
others had transferred responsibility for call payments to their English 
agents (eg Alexander Berry, Thomas Icely and Matthew Hindson, William 
Walker and the Macarthurs). Most of the remainder forfeited their shares 
through non-payment in 1834. 


Sales and Stores 

As far as possible, the Company sought to be self-contained. Annually, 
stores from colliery machinery to slop clothing, shoes and wool bales were 
dispatched from London on requisition. 


At Port Stephens the Company attempted to raise its own grain and tobacco 
for rations — and such things as pit props for Newcastle. However, such self- 
sufficiency was never completely possible - and it was necessary to advertise 
for tenders of wheat and other staples; the sale of horses and cattle at the 
Maitland sales; and the services of the Company’s stallions. 


The Company’s wool clip was intended for the London auction houses. 
From the first it was necessary to advertise for additional shearers, and for 
transport to convey the wool from Port Stephens to Sydney and thence 

to England. Many of these matters were handled through the Company’s 
agents in Sydney, the merchant house of George Bunn & Co. 


The Company cutter Lambton (62 tons) had been purchased in from the 
New Zealand Company in March 1827. Under her master, James Corlette, 
she plied between Sydney and Port Stephens, occasionally via Newcastle. 
However, as a sailing ship, she could be unreliable in unfavourable weather. 


After the establishment of the regular steamship service between Sydney 
and Maitland/Morpeth, Sir Edward Parry frequently used it for the prompt 
dispatch of mail, or to travel himself, especially when visiting Newcastle 

- riding from Tahlee to ‘Kinross’, James Graham’s grant at the confluence 
of the Hunter and Williams Rivers - just below Raymond Terrace, where he 
boarded the steamer. 


In 1834, on the completion of his term, Sir Edward Parry with his 
family returned to London aboard the Persian. He was succeeded as the 
Company’s Commissioner by Lieutenant Colonel Henry Dumaresq. 


The Archives of the Australian Agricultural Company 

The extensive archives of the Australian Agricultural Company, including 
the records of both the London and Australian head offices, have been 
deposited with the Noel Butlin Archives Centre (formerly the ANU Archives 
of Business and Labour) since 1955. 


Sir Edward Parry’s correspondence and record keeping as Commissioner 
to the Australian Agricultural Company was voluminous. In addition 

to the letters contained in these letterbooks, he wrote lengthy formal, 
usually monthly, Despatches to the Directors in England [NBAC reference 
78/1], kept a Demi-Official Letter Book ([NBAC reference 1/2B] also to 
be transcribed), Order Books (of instructions to the Company’s Officers, 
Indentured and Assigned Servants), and an official journal or diary (the 
diary is held by the Mitchell Library, State Library of New South Wales). 


The copies of Sir Edward’s letters written for recipients in New South Wales 
are contained in two leather-bound volumes, 36.5 x 23.5 em (14” x 9”), 
containing 300 pages, feint-ruled [NBAC reference 1/38/1-2]. The first 
volume covers the period 1829-1832, the second - this volume - the period 


1832-1834. As the second volume was both easier to read and needed of 
less conservation work, it was transcribed first. Work on the first volume is 
now in hand. 


It would seem, from internal evidence, that Sir Edward (or J. Edward 
Ebsworth in Parry’s absence) would write the final draft of a letter into 
copybook or amend an existing letter in pencil, from which Parry’s 
Secretary, Henry Darch, would write the final version ‘in a fair hand. Some 
entries are merely instructions for the completion of standard letters, such 
as those to the Board of Assignment of Servants [eg Letter 650]

Under her master, James Corlette, 
she plied between Sydney and Port Stephens, occasionally via Newcastle. 
However, as a sailing ship, she could be unreliable in unfavourable weather. 


After the establishment of the regular steamship service between Sydney 
and Maitland/Morpeth, Sir Edward Parry frequently used it for the prompt 
dispatch of mail, or to travel himself, especially when visiting Newcastle 

- riding from Tahlee to ‘Kinross’, James Graham’s grant at the confluence 
of the Hunter and Williams Rivers - just below Raymond Terrace, where he 
boarded the steamer. 


In 1834, on the completion of his term, Sir Edward Parry with his 
family returned to London aboard the Persian. He was succeeded as the 
Company’s Commissioner by Lieutenant Colonel Henry Dumaresq. 


The Archives of the Australian Agricultural Company 

The extensive archives of the Australian Agricultural Company, including 
the records of both the London and Australian head offices, have been 
deposited with the Noel Butlin Archives Centre (formerly the ANU Archives 
of Business and Labour) since 1955. 


Sir Edward Parry’s correspondence and record keeping as Commissioner 
to the Australian Agricultural Company was voluminous. In addition 

to the letters contained in these letterbooks, he wrote lengthy formal, 
usually monthly, Despatches to the Directors in England [NBAC reference 
78/1], kept a Demi-Official Letter Book ([NBAC reference 1/2B] also to 
be transcribed), Order Books (of instructions to the Company’s Officers, 
Indentured and Assigned Servants), and an official journal or diary (the 
diary is held by the Mitchell Library, State Library of New South Wales). 


The copies of Sir Edward’s letters written for recipients in New South Wales 
are contained in two leather-bound volumes, 36.5 x 23.5 em (14” x 9”), 
containing 300 pages, feint-ruled [NBAC reference 1/38/1-2]. The first 
volume covers the period 1829-1832, the second - this volume - the period 


1832-1834. As the second volume was both easier to read and needed of 
less conservation work, it was transcribed first. Work on the first volume is 
now in hand. 


It would seem, from internal evidence, that Sir Edward (or J. Edward 
Ebsworth in Parry’s absence) would write the final draft of a letter into 
copybook or amend an existing letter in pencil, from which Parry’s 
Secretary, Henry Darch, would write the final version ‘in a fair hand. Some 
entries are merely instructions for the completion of standard letters, such 
as those to the Board of Assignment of Servants [eg Letter 650]

Majesty); H. E.(His Excellency [The Governor]) have been extended 


as sense required.

Place names have been left as spelled (see index for modern 
version). Surnames have been ‘corrected’ only if spelt incorrectly in 
one place and not another. 


Sums of money and weights have been written in a standardised 
form.

The usual method of referring to convicts (by their ship and 
sentence) has been retained, eg Thomas Cooper, Lord Melville, Life.

Sir, 

1. The Question relative to the Lands to be granted to the Australian 
Agricultural Company, which formed the principal subject of the conference 
with Your Excellency on the 4" of the present month, is of such vital 
importance to their interests, that it becomes my duty once more to 
draw Your Excellency’s attention to some of the leading features of this 
case, and, at the same time, in order to obviate the possibility of future 
misapprehension, to place upon record my own views respecting it. This I 
shall endeavour to do in the Communication which I have now the Honor of 
making to Your Excellency. 

2. For this purpose, it will be necessary first to recapitulate briefly the 
circumstances which have led to my selection of those portions of Land, 
which, most unhappily for the Company’s Interests, Your Excellency has 
declined granting to them. 

3. I need not inform Your Excellency that, in the original selection of the 
Company’s Grant, so little pains were taken to survey the Land, that a very 
slight actual examination rendered it all but certain that it was unfit for the 
purposes of the Company. 

4. This fact having been represented to His Majesty’s Home Government, 
the latter could not fail to perceive that the intentions and hopes of the 
Company must be altogether frustrated, unless some relief were afforded 
to them in their un-looked for dilemma. And accordingly, just before I left 
England to proceed to this Country, in July 1829, the Secretary of State 
consented to allow the Company to exchange a portion of their Original 
Selection, to a certain specified extent. 

5. In accordance with this permission, a demi-official Communication 
to that effect was then made to General Darling; and this was afterwards 
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followed up by Sir George Murray’s Despatch (No. 23) dated the 21" of 
April 1830, conveying to the Governor the final Instructions of His Majesty’s 
Government on this subject. 

6. Some time before the receipt of this latter Communication, however, I 
had, in the beginning of June 1830, personally commenced an examination 
of the unexplored parts of the original Grant, accompanied by Mr 
Armstrong, one of the Company’s Surveyors, and by the Superintendent of 
their Flocks. 

7. In the same month, Mr Dangar, another Surveyor (who had lately 
arrived from England for the express purpose of assisting me in the new 
Selections) was despatched to survey the Lands to the North of the Manning 
River - a considerable tract of country which was, for a short time, expressly 
reserved by the Government for examination by the Company. 

8. At the same time various minor excursions were made upon the 
Original Grant by other Officers of the Company’s Establishment, to enable 
me to complete without delay its final examination. 

9. The result of these journies accorded but too well with the previous 
accounts; and no doubt could any longer exist of the absolute necessity of 
relinquishing a very large portion of the first Selection. 

10. Mr Dangar having continued his Survey till his Resources were 
expended, returned for a fresh supply; and, after (thus far) finishing his 
Maps, he again set out, in September 1830, to complete the examination of 
the whole Tract North of the Manning. 

11. Having cherished a sanguine hope that this Tract, so advantageous 
in point of locality, would prove favourable to the Company’s purposes, I 
was greatly disappointed in finding it quite the reverse, the proportion of 
available land being as small as in the Original Grant. 

12. Mr Dangar was next employed from the month of November 1830 
till April 1831 in surveying and completing his Maps of the ‘Clergy and 
School Reserve’, adjoining the Company’s Estate, with reference to certain 
conditions relative to the leasing by the Company of a portion of that 
Reserve. 

13. In March & April of 1831, I despatched Dr Nisbet, accompanied 
by the Superintendent of the Company’s Flocks, to penetrate through the 
mountainous Country to the Westward of the same Reserve, which they did 
to a considerable distance, but without the smallest success in the discovery 
of available Land. 

14. On the 21* of February 1831, after a personal Communication with 
the Governor on the subject of the Company’s Lands, I drew up, by His 
Excellency’s desire, and submitted to the Government a Memorandum, 
stating, among other things, the quantity and situation of the Original Grant, 
which I proposed to relinquish on the part of the Company - reporting 
that the land to the North of the Manning was unfit for the purposes of the 
Company - and requesting, with a view to my further Selection, “to be put 
in possession of all information of this nature in the Surveyor General’s 
Office, as related to that portion of the Colony lying to the Westward and 
North Westward of the Company’s present Estate, especially Liverpool 
& Goulburn* Plains, and the Country situated between these and the 
Company’s Grant.” 


15. His Majesty’s Government having immediately acceded to all these 
proposals, I applied without delay at the Surveyor General’s Office, where, 
with no small difficulty, I procured, from some inferior person, a sight of the 
only Map (as he told me) which he was authorized to show. This Map was 
entirely devoid of information relative to the Country North Westward of 
the Company’s Estate, nor did it even contain the paper on which Liverpool 
Plains ought to be. 

16. Subsequent enquiries were attended with no better success, and this 
was the result of the “Instructions given to the Surveyor General” to put me 
in possession of all his information relative to the Lands in question. 

17. Having thus failed to obtain information where it was usual for 
Grantees to seek it, I fitted out another exploring party with a view to the 
discovery of suitable Lands in the interior. Early in July 1831, I despatched 
Dr Nisbet and Mr Dangar to the North Westward of the Company’s present 
Grant, with instructions to endeavour to penetrate in that direction, 
notwithstanding the discouraging prospect of Range after Range which 
there presented itself. With extreme labour, and a degree of enterprize 
which would have done credit to any object, these Gentlemen succeeded in 
travelling Westward up the Manning River, through as rugged a country as 
any in the known parts of this Colony, coming out over the Great Western 
Dividing Range, upon the heads of Peel’s River. 

18. Their Resources being almost exhausted by this effort, they could 
only make a partial discovery of land in the last mentioned locality; and then, 
travelling Southward, crossed the Liverpool Range to Segenhoe, whence, 
having obtained fresh supplies, they traversed with great difficulty the rough 
and useless country immediately Westward of the Company’s Estate. Of this 
latter tract I laid before Your Excellency a Map by Mr Dangar, at the late 
conference. 

19. The Maps of this laborious Journey being completed, I again, in 
November 1831, despatched Mr Dangar, to examine Liverpool Plains, the 
still more distant Country bordering upon Peel’s River, and even beyond the 
River Mowherindi. 

20. After an absence of ten weeks on this service, Mr Dangar returned in 
January of the present year, reporting to me that he had at length succeeded 
in discovering some portions of Land, which, tho’ at a great and inconvenient 
distance, he considered more likely to suit the Company than any other that 
could be found. 

21. On the 1* of March, a party under my own direction, accompanied by 
Mr Dangar and the Superintendent of the Company’s Flocks, set out from 
Port Stephens, to make a further examination of the Country named by 
Mr Dangar, and to enable me to decide for myself without delay whether I 
should make application for it on account of the Company. 

22. In the course of this journey, which occupied me six weeks, besides 
going over the former ground, our examination was carried a considerable 
distance higher up the Mowherindi till it was discovered to divide into two 
branches. Then following Peel’s River to its sources, I crossed the Great 
Dividing Range; and, with the hope of discovering a route which might serve 
for conducting Stock from the Company’s Estate, returned home by a new 
line across the Mountainous Country before mentioned. 
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23. Being now satisfied that the Colony did not contain a Tract of Country, 
so suitable as that which I had just visited, I completed the Map without 
delay, and, on the 5" of May, by my Letter to the Colonial Secretary, applied 
to Your Excellency for permission to select for the Company the two Portions 
delineated in the Map. 

24. On the 4" of the present month, I had the honor of a conference 
with Your Excellency on this subject, in the course of which Your Excellency 
declined granting to the Company that Location which I was the most 
anxious to obtain, and proposed an enlargement of the other Location, which, 
so far as my present information goes, would entirely render null and void the 
Selections I have made. 

25. It only remains for me to add at present, on this part of the subject, 
that these Selections were the result of an examination, during nearly two 
years unremittingly, of more than three millions and a half of Acres, and that 
the expence to the Company has exceeded Sixteen Hundred Pounds. 

26. I have been obliged to trouble Your Excellency with all these details, 
in order to shew that, since the Consent of His Majesty’s Government to an 
exchange of Lands was obtained, the Company has lost no time, and spared 
no expence, in endeavouring to make their Selections. 

27. The necessity for my making this clear to Your Excellency arises 
principally from the Remark made to me by Your Excellency, that it was the 
fault of the Company’s own Agents that the Original Selection was a bad one; 
and that the Company must abide by the consequences - or to that effect. 

28. It is quite true that it was the Company’s own Agents who committed 
this error; but I trust, Sir, you will excuse my remarking that I cannot 
perceive the justice of the inference which Your Excellency appeared to draw 
from this fact; namely, that the Company’s Claims to a fresh selection of Land 
upon the same principles as at first, are on that account weakened. 

29. If, indeed, this inference were admitted, what would become of the 
assurance of His Majesty’s Secretary of State that he was “convinced that the 
Company’s just interests required some relaxation of the first arrangement”, 
and that, on this account, he had consented to the exchange of a large 
portion of the Original Grant? 

30. For if these considerations, and the permission founded upon them, 
mean anything, I humbly conceive they imply that a just and liberal sense 
of the Company’s Claims had induced His Majesty’s Home Government to 
overlook with considerate indulgence the important error committed at the 
outset of this extensive undertaking; and that leave was therefore given to 
repair this error, by making a fresh Selection — to a certain limited extent 
indeed - but unshackled by any conditions except those directly specified. 

31. I repeat, therefore, that I know not how to admit what I understood 
to be Your Excellency’s inference, which would, in fact, amount to this; that 
His Majesty’s Government is no longer disposed to view this matter in the 
same just and considerate light as when the permission to exchange was 
granted; that this indulgence is to be contracted within some narrower & 
undefined limits; and, in short, that this first error is still to be visited upon 
the Company by a refusal of what would originally have been considered 
their fair and reasonable Claims. 


32. On the contrary, I think it is obvious that, if His Majesty’s Government 
had determined on putting a nominal value of Five Pounds upon every acre 
of land in this Colony, instead of as many shillings, this cireumstance could 
not, upon any principle of justice, affect the Company’s previously admitted 
Claims; provided it could be shewn that no time had been lost, and no 
exertion or expence spared, by the Company’s Agent, in making the allowed 
Selections. 

33. On these grounds, then, I would now respectfully submit to Your 
Excellency’s sense of justice whether I am not correct in considering that, 
in whatever degree the decision of this question is influenced by the present 
views of the Government as to the value and disposal of land in this Colony, 
instead of the views entertained when the exchange was consented to, 
precisely in that degree will His Majesty’s Government commit a breach of 
faith in their dealings with the Australian Agricultural Company. 

34. If, then, the Company have a just Claim to make their Selections on 
the same principle by which all other Grants were then regulated, I must 
contend that no just reason exists for the decided objection raised against 
the Company’s possessing any portion of one of the Locations I had, with so 
much labour and expence, selected for their Grant. 

35. That Your Excellency arrived at an opposite conclusion, in 
consequence of the representations of the Surveyor General that it would 
cut off all future Settlers from Liverpool Plains, and occupy almost the only 
desirable Tract of the Country in that neighbourhood, I am well aware. But 
the Surveyor General entirely failed to prove the correctness of this sweeping 
assertion, and I may safely defy him to do so. On the contrary, it is quite 
evident to every impartial person who knows the Country (which, to be sure, 
Major Mitchell does not) that there would still remain an immense tract of 
highly desirable Country; and that Liverpool Plains, to an extent so great 
that it has never yet been delineated, would be just as much open to future 
Settlers as it is this moment. 

36. If I am not correct in this conclusion, why did not the Surveyor 
General propose some other Form & Situation for a Location for the 
Company in that neighbourhood, instead of urging Your Excellency to settle 
the matter by a simple refusal, and thus denying to the Company the right of 
every ordinary Settler to choose his Grant in a good location, rather than in a 
bad one? 

37. With respect to the claims of those Individuals, or, as the Surveyor 
General feelingly called them, those “poor people”, whose Cattle are now 
grazing on a portion of the lands which I selected for the Company, I trust 
I need scarcely submit to Your Excellency whether the just claims of a 
Chartered Company with a Capital of One Million Stirling are to be sacrificed 
to the pretensions (if any) of persons, whether poor or rich, who have no 
right whatever to the possession of a single acre of that Country. 

38. The fact, however, is, that these persons are by no means disposed to 
set up any such claim, nor to complain of the Company’s expected possession 
of that country as any hardship at all. On the contrary, when speaking of the 
alarm which the Surveyor General had sounded, they uniformly treated it 
as a matter of trifling inconvenience to remove their Herds to a somewhat 
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greater distance, only observing that they hoped a few months’ notice would 
be given them. 

39. The Surveyor General also urged, as an objection to my Selection, 
that the Colony was already too extended, and therefore that it was highly 
inexpedient that the Company’s Grant should be made in the manner I 
proposed. With this objection, Sir, I have, of course, nothing to do as a 
question of expediency. It is for Your Excellency alone to determine this; 
and it did not form any objection on your part. But I cannot help reminding 
Your Excellency of the consistency with which this objection was urged 
by the Surveyor General, when, in the next breath, he used all his logic to 
drive the Company into one Location, forty miles farther from the present 
limits of the Colony than that which, on this very account, he objected to the 
Company’s possessing! 

40. In fact if the objections raised by the Surveyor General to the 
Company’s possession of the Tract shaded green, were divested of the 
obscurity in which he involved it, they would, I am satisfied, amount simply 
to this; that the Tract in question is a desirable one, and that if the Company 
possesses it, nobody else can. These are truisms, which cannot be denied; 
and I declare, Sir, upon my honour, that I think the fact is precisely that and 
no more, and that if Your Excellency could personally have seen the Land, 
you would never have objected to my Selection of it for the Company. 

41. The nearest and most desirable Location of the two being thus 
refused, on the grounds to which I have alluded, the next object of the 
Surveyor General, at the late conference, was to persuade me, as he had 
unhappily already persuaded Your Excellency, that the Whole Quantity of 
land required to complete the Company’s Grant might, with advantage to the 
Company, be taken in One Location on the Peel’s River, without interfering 
with Liverpool Plains at all! 

42. This object the Surveyor General endeavoured to accomplish in two 
ways; 1*, by pushing the red shaded Location back to a Range, which, for 
this express purpose, as it appeared to me, he had opportunely transferred 
from Mr Dangar’s Map to his own blank paper; and secondly, by making up 
any further deficiency by a few odds and ends of Land, if I may so express 
myself, on the opposite or right bank of Peel’s River. 

43. As to the first of these proposals, I must observe that the objection 
I made to this arrangement, being dependent on a physical fact, cannot be 
got rid of by any representations, however strenuously urged, on the part of 
the Surveyor General. Whatever arguments he may have adduced on this 
occasion, Land without water is incapable of supporting man, sheep, or 
cattle. 

44. If, therefore, the intended Survey should shew (as we have much 
reason to suppose it will) that a Tract of One Hundred and Sixty Thousand 
Acres without Water is proposed to be added to this Location by making the 
Range the boundary, I am sure, Sir, that you would consider me wanting, 
either in common sense or common honesty, if I should accede to such a 
proposal. 

45. I shall not add more on this point at present, since, in order to put 
beyond doubt the actual fact, I suggested, and Your Excellency has been 


pleased to direct, that an actual Survey of the Range be made by the Surveyor 
of the Government and the Surveyor of the Company, conjointly. 

46. I must however, say a few words as to the General Principle, upon 
which, as relates to Water frontage, it has hitherto been customary to regulate 
the Grants of Letters. And this I am especially anxious to do, because, in 
this respect also, Your Excellency appeared to me to apply to the Company a 
principle of Selection, which was never before applied to any other Grant in 
this Colony. 

47. The Custom has hitherto been, to give about one mile of water 
frontage in a Grant of 2560 acres, or four square miles; so that no part of such 
a Grant is more than about four miles distant from the water. 

48. The reasonableness and propriety of this arrangement are obvious, if 
we consider the principle upon which it was adopted, namely, that four miles 
is about the utmost limit of distance which Stock should have to go for water, 
in order to make the whole Grant available for their support. In this manner 
the interest of each individual Proprietor is best consulted on the one hand, 
and the Water-frontage of any Tract of Country properly economized on the 
other. 

49. But, supposing the case of any larger Grant — say, for instance 7600 
Acres, or twelve square miles — it never would have been dreamt of, as a 
reasonable arrangement, that the Grantee should still only have his one mile 
of water-frontage, and the rest of his Grant thrust back twelve miles from 
the water, so as to leave seven or eight square miles wholly destitute of this 
indispensible article. Otherwise, the possessor of the small Grant would be 
just as well off as the possessor of the large one; inasmuch as he would have 
just as much land capable of supporting animal life. 

50. Will Your Excellency, then, deem me unreasonable if I claim for the 
Company that their Grant shall be made on the same principle? I do not say 
that, in so large a Grant, it is possible to carry it to the same extent as in a 
small one; but I must say that it is anything but just to disregard this principle 
altogether in the case of the Company; virtually to say to them “Whatever care 
we take to provide for the support of the Stock of all other Settlers, yours must 
do the best they can without water”; and to carve out for them, and for them 
only, a Grant of Land, which, however neat its boundaries may look upon the 
Map, contains an immense proportion utterly unavailable for any one useful 
purpose. 

51. I have offered these remarks, Sir, because Your Excellency appeared 
to think that, according to the Regulations hitherto in force, the Government 
would be bestowing a great boon upon the Company in not pushing their 
Grant back from the water I know not how many more miles than I proposed. 
I maintain, on the contrary, that by so doing the Government would be 
infringing the very principle on which every other Grant in the Colony has 
been measured out. 

52. Nor would there be any difficulty in shewing that, in thus undertaking 
to mark out a Grant for the Company, the Surveyor General has not, in other 
respects, any more than in the water-frontage, attended to the principles 
recognized in other Grants. 

53. For instance, the stress which, on this particular occasion, he has 
laid on making Ranges the Boundaries, is entirely without precedent in this 
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Colony, even in the Company’s Original Grant - the only one which could 
well furnish a precedent. And although I have no objection whatever to a 
Range as a Boundary, preferring, of course natural boundaries to any others, 
yet surely it is too much to expect that I should, on this account, consent 
to overlook the more important qualification of land capable of supporting 
animal life. 

54. Nor can I omit to express the sense I entertain of this attempt, on 
the part of the Surveyor General, to drive the Company into One distant 
and inferior Location, and thus to blot out one of the most striking 
and important conditions contained in the permission of His Majesty’s 
Home Government to exchange a portion of their Lands. If the Surveyor 
General could point out to me any One Location suited to the views of the 
Company, most gladly would I accept it; but I must claim Your Excellency’s 
protection against this or any other endeavour to deprive the Company of 
the indulgence of selecting the Remainder of their Grant in Two Locations, 
except under circumstances which I, as their Agent, can approve. 

55. In the course of this Communication, I have, without hesitation, 
assigned the representations of the Surveyor General as the cause of Your 
Excellency’s decision on this Subject; because this was obviously the case 
in the course of the late conference. I should have esteemed it a fortunate 
circumstance for the Company, had it so happened that my application 
for these Lands had been made at a somewhat later period, when time 
had been afforded for Your Excellency to put into execution the wise and 
judicious plan which it is understood to be your intention to adopt, of seeing 
everything with your own eyes, and thus being enabled to form your own 
unbiased and impartial judgment. In this case, I am satisfied that I should 
not now have had to contend against the representations of a prejudiced 
Individual. 

56. To prove that I am justified in using this last expression, I have 
only again to notice the circumstance which I before mentioned to Your 
Excellency in presence of the Surveyor General, that that Officer had, in a 
most unwarrantable manner, thought proper to excite an odium against the 
Company, and me as their Agent, throughout the line of the Hunter River 
Road, and even at the most distant Stock Station on Peel’s River, by giving 
out that we were coming to turn everybody else out; and by asserting in one 
instance (as | am ready to prove by the most respectable testimony) that 
“what Sir Edward Parry was going to ask for, was quite inadmissible”! 

57. I shall not here stop to remark upon the impossibility of the Surveyor 
General’s knowing what I was about to ask for, since I did not at that time 
know myself. But it is of importance that Your Excellency should be clearly 
aware, as I have long been, that this conduct on the part of that Officer is 
the real key to the whole of his objections. Major Mitchell undertook to 
be the champion of those “poor people” whose case he seemed to regard 
with so much sympathy; and the consequence was, as I told him in Your 
Excellency’s hearing, that he was content, in this affair, to do a popular 
thing, rather than a just one. 

58. But I have still to place on record, in this Communication, one 
more circumstance, as regards the Surveyor General’s objections. He told 


some of the persons on Peel’s River, that I was about to ask for the Land 
on both sides of that Stream, which was quite contrary to all Regulations 

in the granting of land. Whatever I might have done had I not heard this, I 
determined from that moment not to think of asking for both banks; and, 
as Your Excellency is aware, | made no such proposition. But what was 

the result? This objection, which the Surveyor General had magnified into 
importance so long as he had one object to effect, was carefully kept out 

of sight the moment he had another end in view. This latter end, as I have 
already explained, was to push the Company up into One Location. For this 
purpose, he wanted fifty or a hundred thousand Acres of land on the right 
bank, to throw into the scale as a convenient make-weight, and therefore not 
a syllable was said of the inadmissibility of the Company’s occupying both 
sides of the River! 

59. I cannot believe it possible, after this Statement of Facts, that upon 
the representations of a person so prejudiced; and so pre-determined 
to object to anything I should ask for, Your Excellency will be disposed 
to confirm a decision which strikes at the very root of the Company’s 
prosperity. 

60. Under all these circumstances, I feel, Sir, that I should be unworthy 
of the trust reposed in me, if I did not protest against that decision; and I 
do, therefore, most respectfully, but most earnestly, entreat Your Excellency 
to re-consider it. For | now unequivocally repeat the declaration I before 
made, that this decision, if carried into effect, must not merely cramp the 
Company’s operations, and retard their final success, but in all probability 
put an end to their continued existence. 

61. In conclusion, it becomes my duty, to request, as a matter of 
immediate and urgent necessity, that Your Excellency will be pleased to 
direct that a Licence of Occupation be granted to me, without delay, on 
account of the Company, for such a portion of the Green shaded Location 
near “Warrah’ - say Forty Thousand Acres - as may suffice to maintain Ten 
Thousand Lambs, which are expected to be added by birth to the Company’s 
Flocks between this time and next October. As regards the immediate 
urgency of this measure, | beg leave, in addition to my own repeated 
representations on this head, to refer Your Excellency to the testimony 
contained in the Affidavit of the Superintendent of the Company’s Flocks, 
appended to this Communication.

1. I have the Honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
yesterday’s date enclosing for my perusal a copy of the Honorable Colonial 
Secretary’s Letter addressed to you on the 6" current and requesting | 
will inform you what my intentions are respecting the latter part of the 3"! 
Paragraph of that Communication. 

2. In reply I do myself the Honor to remark, in order to obviate future 
misconception, that in my letter addressed to you on the 11" ultimo (to 
which I presume Mr McLeay’s Letter alludes) I did not intimate my intention 
to object to the occasional employment of the Court House, Constables, 
Clerk and other property belonging to the Company for purposes 
unconnected with their Affairs or Servants; because I was well aware that 
Cases of this nature must sometimes occur in which as a Magistrate and a 
Gentleman I should feel myself bound to lend all the means within my reach 
to preserve the Public Peace and to forward the ends of Public Justice. But 
what I did object to was, that anything of this sort should be done without 
my permission, as the Company’s Agent, who am alone responsible for the 
due custody and Employment of their Property, whether Buildings, Servants 
or otherwise, committed to my charge. 

3. To this I may now add, by way of being more explicit, that whenever 
I may be disposed to grant such permission, I do it as a matter of mere 
Courtesy and from a sense of Public Duty, but by no means as a right which 
His Majesty's Government is authorised to demand at my hands. I do it on 
the part of the Company just as I should do it at my own Expense if I were 
resident in any other part of the Colony on my own private Estate, but on no 
other principle whatever. 


4. I regret to find that His Excellency the Governor viewed this matter 
in a different light, conceiving that I am bound to place at the disposal of 
the Resident Magistrate, for public purposes, a portion of the property in 
my charge, belonging exclusively to the Company, to the Amount of about 
Three Hundred Pounds per Annum; since, in the letter before alluded to, 
His Excellency directs you to notify to me that if “I object to your using the 
Court House, Constables, Clerk or any other permanent part of the Police 
Establishment for the purposes of the District generally, His Excellency will 
feel himself obliged to withdraw the Magistrate”. 

5. Under these circumstances, | am compelled to say that, with whatever 
regret | may contemplate incurring the Penalty which His Excellency has 
been pleased to attach to a non-compliance on my part with this new 
Requisition, I cannot possibly consent to relinquish, in any shape or in 
any degree, my just right to be the sole judge in what cases the Company’s 
Private Property is to be employed for Public Purposes, and in what cases it 
is not to be so employed.

2. The Australian Agricultural Company contract to furnish Rations of 
Meat and Flour to the Military Detachment stationed at Port Stephens. 

3. These Rations are furnished upon Requisitions made by the 
Commanding Officer, according to the enclosed Form [A]; each Requisition 
bearing the Receipt of the Serjeant of the Detachment. 

4. The Accounts are rendered by the Company to the Deputy 
Commissary General in the annexed Form [B], to which is appended a 
detailed Statement of each separate Requisition [C]; and the Originals of all 
the Requisitions accompany the Accounts. 

5. Notwithstanding this clear and simple arrangement, objections have 
been made to the full payment of the Accounts, in consequence, as the 
Deputy Commissary General informs me, of the Vouchers thus furnished 
differing from those transmitted to him in the usual printed “Ration List” by 
the Commanding Officer. 

6. I beg leave further to state, for His Excellency’s information, that, in 
order to obviate such disagreements in future, it was lately suggested to me 
by the Deputy Commissary General, that my Accounts should be compared 
quarterly with those of the Commanding Officer at Port Stephens, previously 
to their being transmitted to the Commissariat Office. 

7. To this arrangement I willingly acceded; but, in endeavouring to carry 
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it into effect, as relates to the Accounts up to the 30" of June, I find that 
some difference again occurs between the two sets of Vouchers. Where the 
error lies, I cannot say; tho’ it most probably arises from certain complicated 
fractional parts of a pound which frequently occur in the Commanding 
Officer’s ‘Ration List’. All that I can do is, to vouch for the Correctness of the 
Accounts rendered by the Company, as attested by the simple documents by 
which those Accounts are accompanied. 

8. To make my explanation complete, I must add that, by a Memorandum 
relative to some of these Accounts for the last year, received from the 
Commissariat Office, it appears that the difference alluded to arose from 
some “Excess of Issues”; by which expression, I believe, is meant, that the 
Office had drawn more Rations than the Detachment was entitled to. His 
Excellency will, I am sure, perceive that I cannot presume to interfere in 
such matters, nor pretend to judge what quantities ought to be issued; my 
business only being to issue whatever quantities the Commanding Officer 
sets down in his Several Requisitions. It is, therefore, obviously unjust to 
refuse or even to delay payment to the Company in such cases. 

9. Under these circumstances, I applied with confidence to His 
Excellency, requesting He will be pleased to direct that payment be in 
future made without delay for the Quantities of Rations bona fide supplied 
by the Company, as shewn beyond all possibility of doubt by the Officers 
Requisitions; instead of having any deductions made on account of Errors 
not committed on the part of the Company, and over which they can have 
no control.

Sir, 

With reference to the Information which I transmitted to you yesterday Letter to A. 
relative to the claim of William Barnes, an Indented Servant of the A. A. M°Leay 


Company, to a reward paid to John Field, Constable, for the apprehension of 
Two Men illegally at large at Tellighary in the Month of April last. 

I have the Honor to acquaint you that, as it appeared to me, on the face 
of that information, that the reward (tho’ justly paid to John Field from_ 
the Evidence originally brought before you) ought, in all probability, to 
have been awarded to William Barnes, I laid the case before our Brother 
Magistrate, Mr Ebsworth, at whose request, & in whose name as well as my 
own, | now beg to acquaint you with our joint opinion thereupon. 

It appears to us, 

1* That William Barnes was, as stated in his Letter, the first to apprehend 
the Two Men in question, at Telligherry, a Station distant from Stroud 
between two & three Miles. 

2° That he sent the Men, this distance of 2 to 3 Miles to Stroud, in charge 
of Richard Merchant. another Indented Servant of the A. A. Company. 

3° That Richard Merchant brought the Men to his Superintendent, Mr 
Swayne, at Stroud, by whose direction he delivered them to Thomas Beckett 
a Constable. 

4 That the circumstance of Barnes’ not appearing before you, ought 
not by any means to invalidate his claim to the Reward if it be his due in 
other respects; since he could not, by any possibility, living as he does in the 
Bush, be aware when the case was to be tried, unless informed by the proper 
authorities. 
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5" That neither could his Claim be considered less because he applied to 
you only “a Month ago” - that is, about 3 Months after the apprehension of 
the Prisoners. 

6" That your remark (in which we quite agree) that the Persons who run 
a risk of an Action for false imprisonment ought to have the emolument, 
is another strong reason why Barnes is entitled to the Reward if our 
present information be correct; since he was the first to run that risk by 
apprehending the Men. 

7™ That the fact of Field’s having brought the Prisoners from Stroud to 
Carrington, (to which he seems to attach some merit) does not constitute in 
the slightest degree, a claim to the Reward, which we consider intended by 
H. M. Government to encourage the Apprehension of Prisoners illegally at 
large, and not as a Fee for the performance of a Constable’s ordinary duty 
in conveying such persons from one place to another after they have been 
apprehended and delivered to the police. 

8" That, therefore if this new information be correct, there can be 
no doubt of the Reward being due to William Barnes - since if the two 
Prisoners were at large after this, i.e. at the time Field states that he took 
them into Custody, the fault lies with the Constable Beckett and not with 
Barnes. 

Under these circumstances, we beg leave to suggest to you whether, upon 
the additional information now before us, it will not be proper to institute 
before the Bench an investigation (in which we shall be happy to assist) into 
the real facts of the case, to give Barnes an opportunity of proving his Claim, 
if correct, & thus, in a manner which will give no room for future question, 
to render justice to all parties.

Sir, 

Referring to your Letter of the 25th instant relative to a Claim made by 
William Barnes for certain Rewards therein alluded to. 

We observe, with regret, that in that communication you impute to us, 
an intention of throwing a doubt on your former decision in this Case, and 
a desire to institute an enquiry for the purpose of altering that decision 
without a reference to His Majesty’s Government. 

Upon this imputation, we beg to remark, that we never entertained any 
such intention or desire — on the contrary you cannot fail to perceive, on 
a re-perusal of the Documents before you, that we directly expressed our 
conviction of the justice of your decision “from the evidence originally 
brought before you” - and that we merely suggested to you “whether 
upon the additional information now before us, it would not be proper to 


institute before the Bench” a fresh investigation, in which we should be 
happy to assist - it being our intention, of course, that should the additional 
information appear to the Bench to give William Barnes a just Claim to the 
Reward, the proper reference might be made to His Majesty’s Government 
thereupon — if not, to let the matter stand as it now does. 

We, therefore, request that, in any future correspondence with us, 
as Magistrates of the Territory, you will be good enough to avoid any 
imputations such as these, which are not borne out by the facts of the case. 

We have moreover — to remark upon your observation that you are “the 
only acting Magistrate in the District” that we cannot admit the accuracy 
of that observation; since we are, and always have been, ready and willing 
to act as Magistrates in all Cases in which, it would be legal for us to do so. 
In fact, we have, as you are aware always done so, when called upon, and 
should have been ready to act if required in the very case, which is now the 
subject of our correspondence. 

It is satisfactory to us, however, to find that you are willing to adopt our 
suggestion, by “recommending, as the best way of settling the claim, that 
Statements be taken from the different Parties on Oath” and that the case be 
then, if necessary, referred for final decision to H. M. Government. 

We, therefore, request you will name to us, any day and hour next Week, 
either here or at Stroud, when it will be most convenient to you, for taking 
the Statements of the Parties, when we shall be ready to attend, in our 
places, on the Bench. We name next Week, in consequence of Beckett’s 
absence, and the probability also, of the unavoidable absence of Sir E. Parry. 

With reference to your letter of the 25" instant, suggesting for our 
consideration, the propriety of applying for the opinion of H. M. Attorney 
General, in the case of Mr Stubbs therein alluded to, we beg to acquaint you, 
that, in compliance with your wishes, we propose making the application.

We have the honor to acquaint you that Captain Moffatt the Resident 
Magistrate at Port Stephens has applied to us, to sit on the Bench, in the 
case of a Summons against Mr Richard Stubbs, free Store Keeper, at this 
place, for allowing certain Servants of the A. A. Company to get drinks in a 
House, for which Mr Stubbs holds a license to sell Spirits &c. 

The House is situated at Stroud, on the Estate of the A. A. Company and 
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is rented by Mr Stubbs from the Company whose property it is. 

Sir Edward Parry, is the Sole Attorney & Agent for the Company in New 
South Wales, and Mr Ebsworth’s appointment from the Directors, is that of 
Assistant to Sir E. Parry. Mr Ebsworth has the sole charge and control of all 
the Company’s Servants and Property in Sir E. Parry’s occasional absence, 
and in case of his death, would immediately become the sole Agent and 
Attorney of the Company. 

The Rent to be paid by Mr Stubbs, is fixed by Sir E. Parry on the 
recommendation of a Board of the Company’s Officers, of whom Mr 
Ebsworth is one. 

Under these circumstances, we declined acting, a few days ago, in this 
case, conceiving that it would be illegal for us to do so, under the 12" 
Section of the Act of the Government and Council No. 11 dated 12" May 
1830 - but as it is a matter of great inconvenience to the Public Service, that 
such alleged offences should remain untried, we are induced on Captain 
Moffatt’s suggestion to request that you will move His Excellency the 
Governor to be pleased to direct that a legal opinion be obtained, whether, 
under all the circumstances, it would be legal for us to act magisterially in 
such a case. 

We should also esteem it a favor, if, as a separate question, we may be 
informed, whether the circumstance of our holding Shares in the Company’s 
Stock, would affect the legality of our sitting in the above case.

In your Letter of the 2" instant, addressed to Mr Ebsworth and myself, 
you have incidentally introduced some Remarks upon my holding a Court 
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lately at Stroud; which my duty as a Magistrate will not allow me to pass 
unnoticed. 

Those Remarks being calculated to produce an incorrect and 
unfavourable impression upon the mind of His Excellency the Governor, to 
whom you was aware that we were about to refer your Letter, I shall take 
care that the real facts of the case are made known in the proper quarter. But, 
in the mean time, I feel myself called upon to protest most decidedly against 
the Principle which you seem disposed to set up; as regards the Magisterial 
Duties of this District. 

The manner in which you mention the circumstance of my having held a 
Court at Stroud, plainly implies that you imagine, in some way or other, that 
I ought not to have done so. It clearly betrays a jealousy of my having acted 
magisterially at all in this instance. I am bound, therefore, distinctly to inform 
you that I consider myself as competent, and as much required, by my duty as 
a Magistrate, to hold Courts in this District, as you are, in all cases in which I 
can legally do so; and that, whatever may be your objection to my thus acting, 
I shall always continue to do so, when called upon in any similar instances 
for the future. If you think I am wrong in this view of the matter, it may 
save much trouble if you will say so, in order that His Majesty’s Government 
may determine whether my competency is thus to be questioned — and not 
only this, but my authority weakened, since your written sentiments on this 
subject are sure to be publickly made known through the medium of the 
Chief Constable and the Clerk. 

I must further remark, however, that, when you mention the fact of 
my holding a Court at Stroud “for the first time since your arrival at Port 
Stephens”, to try & decide on Charges brought against a Constable, you have 
omitted to mention some other facts of some importance in this case; namely, 
that there are only two persons (besides the Constables), resident at Stroud, 
who are not Servants of the A. A. Company; and that it was not quite four 
weeks previous to my holding the Court, that I became legally competent to 
try a Charge against one of the Constables; since it was only on the 10" of 
the preceding month that any of the Constables ceased to be Servants of the 
Company, in consequence of His Excellency’s Commands that three of them 
should be maintained by His Majesty’s Government. 

I am unwilling to believe that you intentionally omitted these important 
facts, which, to any candid mind, will, I apprehend, afford a sufficient 
explanation of the circumstance to which you so pointedly allude in your 
Letter. 

But the same Paragraph of your Letter contains a much more serious 


assertion — namely, that I “tried and decided on charges brought against a 
Constable, after you had refused to enquire into the affair further”. 

I really believe, Sir, that you will, on a re-perusal of this sentence of your 
Letter, be as much astonished at it as I have been. I feel quite convinced, 
indeed, that it is either an inadvertency, or a mere obscurity of expression. 
But as, according to my ideas of language, it can convey to the Governor 
only one meaning, and that meaning (as I am sure you will be ready to 
admit) directly opposed to the truth, I request you will oblige me by a written 
assurance that you had never tried those charges against the Constable, nor 


had even heard of them, until I placed the Depositions in your hands; in one 


of the two instances, for the express purpose of receiving your assistance and 
advice. 

In conclusion, I shall only add that as, on several occasions of late, you 
seem to have imagined that the Police of this District is exclusively under 
your Control, thus intimating that you consider as a right, what your brother 
Magistrates have only conceded to you as a matter of mere courtesy, I, as 
one of those Magistrates, have felt it the more incumbent upon me to make 
this Communication, lest you should suppose that I admit any such right 
on your part. And I now take the opportunity of stating that, since you are 
not disposed rightly to appreciate the intention of my non-interference 
with the Police, I shall no longer feel any delicacy in exercising my full 
Magisterial Authority, whenever I may see occasion to do so, and that I shall 
strenuously resist every act which may tend to call in question or to weaken 


that Authority.

I beg leave again to draw your attention to the absolute necessity of my 
being acquainted with the reasons for the several deductions which appear 
to have been made from the Accounts rendered by the Company; more 
specially as the several sums paid do not agree, in any one instance, with the 
Items charged in the Company’s Books. 

You will also observe that independently of any Items which have 
been or may be disputed, no payment has been made by His Majesty’s 
Government for the Supplies furnished to the Military, nearly four years 
ago, namely between 24th May and 24* December 1828, amounting to 
One Hundred and Sixty one Pounds - Seventeen Shillings and five pence 
(£161.17.5), for which the accounts were duly rendered to Mr Scott at 
Newcastle, by your desire, before the close of that year. 

I also beg leave to remind you that, independently of the Balance of 
Two Hundred and Eighty four pounds - ten shillings and four pence three 
farthings (£284.10.4%4) appearing in the accompanying Memorandum, there 
is also due for Coals to the 30" of June, the Sum of One Hundred and forty 
four Pounds - Eighteen Shillings and a penny, as per Account transmitted 
to you on the 20" of July last, and Thirty nine pounds — one & five Pence 
(£39.1.5) being the Amount of two Accounts transmitted to you in a separate 


Letter this day - making a Total of £468.9.10%4 due from H. M. Government 
to the A. A. Company of which I earnestly request a speedy settlement.

Sir, 

We request you will do us the honor to lay before His Excellency the 
Governor the following Statement. 

On the 24" of August last, Sir Edward Parry received a Letter (of which 
Enclose A is a Copy) from William Barnes, a free Servant of the Australian 
Agricultural Company, stating his Claim to a Reward for apprehending two 
Prisoners illegally at large. Sir Edward Parry never having heard of this 
business before, in consequence of his absence in the interior, immediately 
referred the Letter to Captain Moffatt, the Resident Magistrate at this place, 
together with the Note, forming the present Inclosure B, to which Inclosure 
C, with the Copy of the Police Records D, is Captain Moffatt’s reply, and E 
the rejoinder of Sir Edward Parry. 

Having on the same day obtained additional information on the subject 
from Mr Swayne, one of the Parties referred to by Captain Moffatt, Sir 
Edward Parry inclosed it to Captain Moffatt (F and G), to which H, with it’s 
Inclosure I is the reply. 

Sir Edward Parry being unable to agree with Captain Moffatt, in opinion 
that a Claim of this nature respectfully made by a free and respectable 
Individual could thus be, with propriety, dismissed without a hearing, 
referred the foregoing Correspondence to Mr Ebsworth, one of the Bench 
of Magistrates of this District, for his opinion and advice: and the Letter 
(Inclosure K) was in consequence addressed to Captain Moffatt, stating our 
joint Opinion, this was replied to by Inclosure L. 

Captain Moffatt having thus acquiesced in our suggestion as to the 
propriety of further inquiry, by recommending as his own opinion, that the 
Statements of the different parties should be taken on Oath, with a View 
to our obtaining the opinion of His Majesty’s Government, we requested 
Captain Moffatt (Inclosure M) to name the time and place most convenient 
to him, for this purpose, when we should be ready to attend in our places 
on the Bench. To this Communication we received the reply N in which 
Captain Moffatt declines assisting in the inquiry, which we understood him 
to have recommended in his preceding Communication. 

As we conceived it would have been highly improper to enter upon this 
inquiry ourselves without Captain Moffatt’s assistance, it was suggested to us, 
by the last Paragraph of that Gentleman’s Letter (N) that the only remaining 
mode, in which William Barnes could be allowed an opportunity of 
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substantiating his Claim, if a just one, was for himself and Richard Merchant 
to make Affidavits to the facts and submit them to the Bench of Magistrates. 
In reply, therefore, to Barnes’s original application Sir Edward Parry 
addressed to him on the 28" of August, the Communication marked O. 

Considering that it might be more proper for Captain Moffatt than for 
either of us to swear the Agegrieved Party to any Statement he wished to 
make, more especially as Captain Moffatt had expressed his readiness to 
do so, if required, we intimated to Barnes our wish that he would wait until 
the next visit of Captain Moffatt to Stroud. He accordingly did so, and on 
the 30" of September Sir Edward Parry received from him a Letter (P), 
stating that Captain Moffatt had declined swearing him. He then addressed 
to Captain Moffatt the communication marked Q, to which R is Captain 
Moffatt’s reply. The Affidavits twice made by William Barnes and Richard 
Merchant respectively, are transmitted herewith. 

Having now no other course left, we beg leave, respectfully to submit 
the whole Case, so far as we are acquainted with it, to His Excellency 
the Governor. This we do, with much reluctance in the present imperfect 
state of the Evidence; and we feel that some apology may be necessary for 
transmitting several Documents which are not strictly in Official Form. 
But being strongly impressed with the importance of holding out every 
encouragement to persons living in Solitary Situations “in the Bush” to 
apprehend Prisoners illegally at large, in order to give full effect to the 
beneficial intentions of His Majesty’s Government, in offering liberal 
Rewards for this Service, we cannot, consistently with our Sense of Duty, 
permit a case of this kind to pass unnoticed. The grounds on which we 
consider that some further inquiry is called for, having been already detailed 
in our Communication (Inclosure K) we only consider it necessary to add, 
for His Excellency’s information that Stroud, where the Constable appears 
to have taken charge of the two men, is a Village with a population of 140 
persons, and that Barnes’s Residence is above Twenty three miles from the 
Police Office at this place, where the two Prisoners in question were brought 
up for examination.

It is supposed, by those who have the best opportunity of judging, that 
these do not constitute more than one-third of the whole number resident 
within the Limits of the Company’s Original Grant. The neighbourhood of 
the Myall River and Lakes is especially populous, but as they are very shy 
in that quarter, in consequence, as we imagine, of several murders known 
to have been committed by them upon Runaways from Port Macquarie, we 
have not much intercourse with them. 

We request you will communicate to His Excellency the Governor the 
respectful expression of our hope, that he will be pleased at the next annual 
Issue of Blankets to the Aborigines, to extend this Indulgence to the Natives 
of this District.

the Governor, a Sketch of Mr Dangar’s Map; and I beg leave to acquaint you 
that the following limits comprehend the portion of Land, which I wish to 
be granted to the Company 

3. The figure A B C D on the Map includes the Fifteen Hundred (1500) 
Acres applied for by my Letter of the 30" of January; but as we are now 
sufficiently acquainted with the Strata, to enable me to determine on the 
locality of the whole Grant of Two Thousand (2000) Acres, I wish to take 
the remaining Five hundred (500) Acres by drawing a North Line from C, in 
the direction of E, and thence Eastward, so far as may be found necessary 
to include the 500 Acres between those lines & the River. Should the North 
line meet the River before it includes 500 Acres, I wish to add the remaining 
portion Westward of, and parallel to, the line C D. 

4. As the small figure A B F G in the Map, consisting of Sixty seven 
(67) Acres and upwards includes the Western part of the Town and two 
Government Windmills, I wish to obtain only the Mining right to this 
portion, which is indispensable to the Company’s operations; and I would 
propose that the surface right of that portion be relinquished by the 
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Company in consideration of their obtaining a Grant of the Two small Town 
Allotments applied for by my Letter addressed to you, on the 4" of October 
1831. 

5. With respect to the Water Frontage, I wish to obtain for the Company 
the whole quantity allowed by H. M. Government (of not less than five 
hundred (500) yards), by measuring the requisite distance from F, which is 
the North Western extremity of the Intended Town, Westward towards H. 

6. I beg leave again to express a hope that a Breadth of One hundred 
(100) Yards will not be considered as exceeding the intention of H. M. 
Government in agreeing to a “liberal allowance” of Water Frontage to each 
of the Company’s Locations. 

7. From the point at which the allowed Water frontage terminates 
between F and H a line may be drawn due South, till it meets the Public 
Maitland Road, which Road will advantageously form the Boundary as far as 
may be found practicable. 

8. The Strip of Water Frontage from which the Company will thus be 
excluded, though it has been comprehended in the present Survey, may 
be made up to the Company by a corresponding quantity in either of the 
Localities alluded to, in the 3" Paragraph of this communication. 

9. I request you will do me the honor to submit these proposals to H. E.

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This irregularity appears to have been occasioned by the Ticket of Leave 
having been originally lodged with the Company’s Principal Agent, and as 
the man has ever since been residing at the distance of 55 miles from the 
residence of any Magistrate, and has been receiving a Salary quarterly like 
the Free Servants of the Company, it seems to have escaped notice that he 
was a Prisoner at all. 

As, however, the circumstances have now come to my Knowledge, 

I consider it my duty to make you acquainted with the case, for the 
information of H. E. The Governor, and I request, on the part of Field that, 
as he has bona fide been in the Service and on the Estate of the Company 
during the whole period exceeding 6 years with an excellent character, this 
non-compliance with the Regulations, proceeded entirely from ignorance of 
them, His Excellency may be pleased to view with Indulgence this deviation 
from the Established Rule. 

As I have lately engaged in the Service of the A. A. Company some other 
men holding Tickets of Leave, whose duties may, and in some instances 
already do, render it necessary for them to be stationed at the distance of 
about 60 miles from the residence of any Magistrate & nearly 40 from any 
place occasionally visited by a Magistrate except by Mr Ebsworth and myself, 
I request to be informed whether our Initials (as Magistrates) upon the 
Certificates of any such men will be considered as a sufficient compliance 
with the Government Regulations. It is scarcely necessary to point out to 
His Excellency that, unless this be allowed, the loss to the Company arising 
from the necessity of their Ticket of Leave Servants travelling always 80, and 
sometimes nearly 120 miles every Month, would render it scarcely possible 
for me to employ in their Service any persons of that description which I am 
otherwise very desirous of doing — especially such Men of good characters as 
receive their Tickets while in the Service of the Company.

He has had charge of 
a small vessel belonging to the Company, for the greater part of the time, 
and has constantly been employed in the conveyance of Stores, without any 
impeachment of his character for honesty; we, therefore, recommend his 
case to the favorable consideration of His Excellency

But as often as 
His Majesty’s Government are charged in the Company’s Books with one 
Amount, and a different and smaller amount is paid there must exist a balance 
against the Government, such as those pointed out in the Memorandum which 
you decline recognizing. 

The Memorandum, as you are aware, was not intended as a formal

When Mr Burnett and his family removed from Port Stephens to Sydney, 
I proceeded by his own request to engage a passage for them to England. 
While the negociation was going on at Sydney Mr Burnett informed me by 
Letter that it was not his wish to embark immediately, but requested that 
he might be allowed to receive £300 as his passage money, leaving him at 
liberty to take his passage when convenient. 

To this I replied by agreeing to allow him £250 which Sum was by his 
Consent paid to him for that purpose. About the same time I likewise agreed 
to allow Mr Burnett at the rate of Twenty Shillings per day for his expenses 
in Sydney until the Sailing of the Ship in which I had nearly engaged to 
take his passage. This amounted to £15. 

Soon after this arrangement had been completed Mr Burnett took his 
own passage in another Ship, but not a passage for his wife and family, who 
have remained in the Colony ever since. 
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Since his departure more than one application has been made to me by 
Mrs Burnett and one of her sons for the payment of the £15. This I have 
declined paying (tho’ without assigning any reason) because I conceive that 
Mr Burnett has practised upon the Company a deceit, almost amounting to a 
fraud in the other transaction above mentioned.

Four hundred and eighty-one thousand, four hundred and fifty six Acres, 
reckoning to the Summit of the Range. 

4. Of this Tract - The Portion bounded by a yellow line, consisting of 
about (100,000) One Hundred Thousand Acres, is wholly without a stream 
of water, and, on that account, a mere waste. The yellow line is drawn at the 
distance of four miles from the permanent streams. 

5. The Tract bounded by a Blue line, amounting to (40,960) Forty 
thousand, Nine Hundred and Sixty Acres, is in some parts mountainous, in 
others rocky, with very small intervals of tolerable land. 

6. The Portion CDGH, amounting to (29,747) Twenty-nine thousand, 
Seven hundred and forty seven Acres, contains two thirds, or 19,831 Acres of 
Land, which, from its rough character, is of no value for any purpose.

8. Thus it appears that, from the various causes above-mentioned, 
(171,031) One Hundred & Seventy one thousand and thirty one Acres, being 
considerably more than One Third of the whole proposed Tract ABCD, is of 
little or no value.

Having maturely considered the various points alluded to in your Letter 
addressed to me on the 6" Current relative to the terms of your Agreement 
with the A. A. Company, I beg leave to acquaint you in reply, that, being 
very desirous of complying with your wishes to the full extent of my power, 
I am willing, on the part of the Company, to afford you the Following 
Accommodation. 

I should have no objection to your leaving Port Stephens immediately, 
if there were not a few duties to be completed, which cannot be performed 
without the assistance of a Surveyor, and I am sure you would not consider 
it reasonable or proper that I should have to engage another Surveyor for 
this purpose, perhaps immediately after your departure. 

These duties consist in the final measurement & marking of the 
Company’s Coal-Grant at Newcastle, the same of their Estate (late Thew’s) 
on the Williams River, the completing of the Maps of the Farms, now in 
progress, the visit to inspect the Road thro’ Mr Myles’ Property on Williams 
River, and perhaps one or two other trifling matters. 

With the exception of the Coal Grant at Newcastle, the duties just 
enumerated need not, I should think, detain you above 3 or 4 weeks from 
this time; but the Coal Grant depending entirely on the Government from 
whom I have not yet received any reply to my Application of the 18" 
October last, I beg to propose that in order to allow me to meet your wishes, 


there be an understanding between us, that you shall be ready, to perform 
the Survey &c at Newcastle, whenever the Government shall enable the 
Company to do so. In this case, it would of course, be understood, that your 
reasonable travelling Expenses would be paid by the Company, just as if you 
still remained inn their Service. Upon this understanding I consent to your 
leaving Port Stephens (with six Months Salary from the 4" current) so soon 
as you may have completed the other duties above mentioned. 

With reference to your being entitled to a Passage to England, I need 
scarcely say that | am ready to provide the same for you, at the Company’s 
Expense should you require it; but, as you express a doubt as to your future 
views in this respect, intimating that your movements will depend on any 
allowance which may be made you on this score, | would venture (tho’ not 
without some doubts of the propriety of my doing so) to pay you on quitting 
Port Stephens the further Sum of One Hundred Pounds on this amount, 
should you decide on remaining in this Colony. 

Having thus candidly stated to you the extent to which it is in my power 
to accede to the Claims, which you have urged upon my Notice, I need only 
add that I shall make a point of transmitting to the Court of Directors a Copy 
of your Letter and of this Communication by the earliest opportunity. 


Letter No. 841

Sir, 

1. I do myself the Honor to acknowledge the receipt of your Letter of 
the 31* of January last, acquainting me, by the Governor’s Commands, that 
His Excellency declines acceding to the proposals contained in my Letter 
addressed to you on the 22° December last; and also communicating to me 
His Excellency’s Recommendation that I should take, for the Australian 
Agricultural Company, on and near Peel’s River, what is wanting to complete 
their whole Quantity of Land. 

2. I regret that it will not be in my power to adopt His Excellency’s 
Recommendation in this respect, for the reasons already very fully detailed 
in my former Communications, some of which reasons are again stated in the 
Enclosure to this Letter. 

3. It is also a matter of sincere regret to me, that I cannot consent to the 
Second of His Excellency’s Proposals, and this for the following reasons. If I 
could conscientiously consent to take the whole tract (A B C D) of 481,456 
Acres on the left Bank of the Peel, as one Location, there would remain only 
about 60,000 Acres to select elsewhere. If even these sixty thousand Acres 
were to be all good, or at least available, land, it would become a question 
whether so small a portion of the Company’s whole Grant would be worth 
the expence of forming a third and very distant Establishment. But to this 
consideration must be added the important fact, well known to any person 
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acquainted with the nature of that Country, that if these 60,000 Acres were 
selected in the manner His Excellency proposes, namely “from the Dividing 
Range downwards along the streams” towards Liverpool Plains, fully one_ 
half of any such tract would be utterly useless. Whatever appearance, 
therefore, such an arrangement might make on paper, His Excellency 

will, I trust, perceive that I cannot accede to a proposal, which, if adopted, 
would, in fact, amount to a mere nominal possession of two new Locations. 
Indeed I cannot persuade myself that the granting of so small a portion 

of land to constitute a third location, separated 40 miles from the other, 

is in accordance with the spirit of the intentions of His Majesty’s Home 
Government, in granting to the Company the indulgence of making two 
fresh Selections. 

4. Your letter having informed me that the Governor’s refusal to 
comply with my request is grounded on the reasons given by the Surveyor 
- General in the Extract from that Officer’s Communication which you have 
enclosed for my information, it has become my duty to offer some Remarks 
thereupon. To these, which form a part of the Enclosure to the present 
Communications, I respectfully solicit the Governor’s attention, and, through 
His Excellency, that of His Majesty’s Home - Government. 

5. Anxious as I am to bring this matter to a conclusion, | cannot, for the 
reasons now fully stated in my various Communications to His Majesty’s 
Government, consent to betray my trust by accepting for the Company a 
Grant, in which the quality of the land and a supply of water are, in my 
opinion, made to yield, as matters of comparatively light moment, to the 
convenience of adopting certain natural boundaries; the acceptance of 
which Grant would, therefore, according to my judgment, be committing a 
second error; similar to that which had nearly involved the Company in ruin 
at the outset. 

6. Having given to this important subject the most mature consideration, 
it appears to me that, His Majesty’s Local Government having virtually 
declined allowing me to select the Lands required to complete the 
Company’s Grant I have no power to proceed any further, and shall, 
therefore not be justified in incurring more expence on the Selections now 
refused. Much less can I venture to commence afresh, by exploring some 
still more distant parts of the Colony, or rather out of the Colony, under the 
apprehension which I cannot but entertain that any fresh Selection might be 
met by a similar refusal. 

7. I have, therefore, respectfully to request that His Excellency will be 
pleased to transmit to His Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
Copies of the several Communications | have had the Honor to make to His 
Majesty’s Local Government on this subject. And, in compliance with the 
tenor of Lord Goderich’s Letter to His Excellency, dated the 3° of March 
1832, I beg to acquaint you that I am about to transmit to the Directors 
of the Company Copies of the same Communications, for the purpose of 
enabling them to address His Majesty’s Home Government on this question. 

8. As, under these circumstances, the prospect appears a distant one of 
any final Settlement of this Question, I would also respectfully request that 
His Excellency will be pleased to grant to the Company, during this interval, 


temporary occupation of such further portions of land near Liverpool Plains, 
as may, from time to time, be absolutely necessary for the support of their 
increasing and valuable Flocks. 

9. And as I have given Mr Dangar notice of my intention to discharge 
him almost immediately from the Company’s Service, I trust His Excellency 
will be pleased to direct that the Company’s Grant at Newcastle be decided 
on and finally marked out without delay, in the situation requested by my 
Letter addressed to you on the 18" of October last, to which I have not yet 
received a Reply. 


Remarks by Sir Edward Parry upon an Extract of a Letter from the Surveyor 
- General to the Honorable the Colonial Secretary dated 22! January 1833. 


A 

It is true that there are at some Seasons, Water Holes in the extensive 
Tract of Land here alluded to; but they are only such as must be dried up 
during the Summer Months. The Autumnal rains had commenced at the Note. The 
latter period mentioned by the Surveyor General, namely, in March 1832. i l 
And the expression of having “found water” 2 Months before implies the 
difficulty which there really was in finding it. If any portion of this Tract of 
100,000 Acres could be advantageously occupied by Stock during some part 
of the year, they must at least be removed every Summer. It follows that, 
even on this most favorable Supposition this Tract is virtually a mere waste 
as I described it. No man would be unwise enough to form Sheep Stations 
on such a Tract. 


Letters A, B, C 
& are merely

B 
It is true that I included a very considerable portion of this land in my 
first Selection because I never have been so unreasonable as to expect that 
I could select the whole quantity good, and I therefore consented to include 
this very large portion of waste land. - But this is a strange Argument to use, 
as it here seems to be used against the Company’s Claims. 


C 
The distance of Six Miles from Peel’s River is too great, by at least 
two Miles, or one-third of the whole, for Stock to feed from water. This 
circumstance, therefore, is nothing in favor of the Tract. What advantage the 
Surveyor General expects the Company to derive from the fact that “no part 
of this ground is distant above six miles from the bold hills in one side”, I am 
quite at a loss to conceive. 


D 
I appeal to the Maps of the Colony, & to the experience of the Settlers 
generally, whether this reasoning will not equally apply to any other 
unappropriated land in N. S. Wales. On three-fourths of the Grants on the 
Hunter River, for instance the Proprietors enjoy the advantage of what 
is called a “back-run” for their Cattle &c, namely, land not appropriated, 
nor ever likely to be appropriated as separate Farms, being only useful in 
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connection with the neighbouring Estates, which latter must, in a multitude 
of instances be passed thro’, to arrive at the unappropriated land. But the 
Company desire no such advantage, & I particularly solicit the attention of 
H. M. Government to the following observations. If these 100,000 Acres 

do really constitute so very desirable a Tract, what is to prevent its being 
occupied by other Colonists? The Surveyor General says, because “it 

could in fact only be entered by the side of the Company’s Grant”. If Major 
Mitchell has occasion to go to Port Macquarie by land or to visit the Grants 
on the Manning River he would have to ride some fifty miles thro’ the 
Company’s present Grant. And why not? Has the Company ever objected, 
or if they did, would the objection be held valid for one moment, to roads 
being made & frequented thro’ their Grants in any direction necessary to 
the Public Convenience. The Objection raised by the Surveyor General on 
this head might indeed startle an English Gentlemen through whose Park 
or Game Reserve a Public Road was about to be made, but, in this Country 
such an objection is never thought of, and it must be a weak cause, that, in 
N. S. Wales, requires such an objection to support it. 


E 
If I understand these Remarks aright they amount to an admission that 

the Tract in question is, as I described it, little better than waste land. It is 
true that it is only a “small proportion” of the whole; but I only described 
it of its proper extent. The facts that “inequalities are necessary to supply 
Streams, and that a dead flat would be without water” are truisms which 
cannot be denied; but they have nothing to do with the one only essential 
fact that the Tract in question is principally bad. 


F 

The theoretical “conclusion” on which the Surveyor General has 
ventured, is erroneous. I, who have seen the portion of Land in question, 
know that it is not of the description “so much desired” by me elsewhere. 
The Surveyor General’s assertion that it probably is so, seems to convey 
rather an insulting insinuation. If, however, this Tract be really so desirable 
to the Colonists as is here represented, it will most certainly be occupied by 
them whenever Colonization naturally extends so far. The Company know, to 
their Cost, that their neighbourhood is more sought after than is consistent 
with their interests; and with respect to Roads see my Remarks above, on 
this subject. 


G 
This question appears to turn on the meaning of the word “precipitous”. 
My meaning was hills too steep for Sheep or Shepherds to climb without 
difficulty, which is the case generally with the Hills to which I allude. 


H 
This is a very fallacious, & therefore a very unfair point of view to put it 
in. The Question is, not what is “the average of good or available “land in 
the whole Colony” - but, what is the average of good or available land in_ 


the Tracts appropriated to the usual order of Grants in the Colony? There 
are Tracts of immense extent in N. S. Wales, not worth one farthing, but 
nobody has ever thought of including these in any Grants at all. I claim 
then for the Company, only the usual method of giving Grants, that is, the 
usual proportion of good to bad land in the Grants of the Colony generally; 
& every Surveyor who knows the Colony is aware that, had the Question 
been put in this the only fair point of view, & the Hunter River District, for 
instance, taken as a guide, the proportion of bad land would not be found 
to exceed One Eighth instead of Six Sevenths, as the Surveyor General’s 
observations appear to intimate. I earnestly request the attention of H. 

M. Government to the fallacy which is, at least implied in the Surveyor 
General’s Statement on this most important part of the Subject. 


I 
I have before admitted that strong natural boundaries are extremely 
desirable to all parties; but if 100,000 Acres in one place, & half as much 
in another are to be sacrificed to this consideration it would be purchasing 
boundaries much too dearly. 


K 
The insinuation that the Company, or I as their Agent, desire to have 
“unauthorized possession” of any portion of Land, merits no reply on my 
part. 


L 
The real facts respecting Surveys are these. The Company has been 
engaged for three years, at an Expense considerably exceeding £2,000 in 
endeavouring to complete their Grant, extending their researches even 


beyond the proclaimed limits of the Colony for this purpose. Their Selection 


is refused, and the expense, therefore, probably in great part thrown away. 
H. M. Government has made one Survey, occupying a Surveyor from 4: to 
5 Months, embracing some material points calculated (as His Excellency 
justly observed) to be of great Service to the Geography of the Colony, 
even independently of the question relative to the Company’s Lands. Is it 
anything new or unreasonable that the Government should survey Lands 
proposed to be granted? Indeed - can Lands be sold or granted without a 
Government Survey? And yet the Surveyor General speaks of this Survey as 
some great & unusual boon conferred upon the Company. 

I respectfully solicit the attention of H. M. Government to this instance, 
among many others, of the want of candour which characterizes the 
Surveyor-General’s Statements in opposition to the Company’s just Claims.

Sir, 

Having, by letter of this day’s date, communicated to you my request 
that the Governor will be pleased to transmit to His Majesty’s Secretary 
of State for the Colonies Copies of the various documents relative to the 
unlocated lands which His Excellency has declined allowing me to select 
for the Australian Agricultural Company; I feel called upon to endeavour 
to exculpate myself in the eyes of the Governor, and of His Majesty’s Home 
Government, from the charge of “commenting with uncalled-for asperity” 
on the conduct of the Surveyor General in this business; and to express my 
deep regret at the reproof which His Excellency has been pleased to convey 
to me on this account in your letter of the 27" of July last. 

Upon this subject I would beg leave to observe that no man can detest 
& deprecate more than I do, those licentious expressions of republicanism, 
& that indiscriminate & unmerited abuse of the Officers of Government, 
tending to subvert all Government in Church & State, which are unhappily 
too prevalent in these times and in this Colony. I trust I may be permitted to 
say that my disposition, and the habits of a life spent chiefly in the service 
of the King, make me equally averse to such expressions of disloyalty & 
misrule, under the specious garb of public spirit. But, Sir, when an Officer 
of His Majesty’s Government, behaves, in a matter which seriously & deeply 
concerns me, as | believe the Surveyor General has in this instance behaved, 
I would respectfully appeal to His Excellency whether, in such a case, 
remonstrance is to be denied me; whether I am silently to submit to that 
entire want of candour & consideration for the Company’s Claims which, 
as I conceive, so glaringly appears in that officer’s conduct and statements 
on this occasion. I cannot believe that His Excellency would thus wish to 
exclude me from what I understand to be the common right of the meanest 
British Subject, who feels himself aggrieved and injured. That I, on behalf 
of the Company, have thus been aggrieved and injured, and that I have 
thus a just cause of serious complaint, I conceive that I have fully shewn. I 
consider that I have proved the Arguments of the Surveyor-General to be in 
some cases frivolous, in others fallacious; that they abound in theory, where 
practice alone can be a safe & fair guide; that they substitute speculation for 
experience & fact; and that they are not always in accordance with ordinary 
usage, but in many very essential points directly opposed to that usage. I 
have likewise shewn that all this opposition arose from a predetermination 
on the part of the Surveyor-General to oppose any Selection I might make, 
that predetermination having been expressed in the strongest & most 
unwarrantable terms long before I had even seen the land which I have 
since selected. 

These, Sir, are the facts on which I grounded my remonstrance to 
the Governor. If, in making that remonstrance, | was so unfortunate as 
to express myself in a manner which could be construed into the most 


distant appearance of want of respect to His Excellency, most heartily do 

I regret it, and most earnestly do I disavow any such intention. But to the 
Surveyor-General I am not aware that I owe any such respect - much less 
any such apology and I therefore once more most respectfully appeal to the 
Governor, and, through His Excellency, to His Majesty’s Secretary of State, 
against a decision based on the arguments of which I complain, and coming 
from an Officer so prejudiced as the Surveyor-General.

But 
this advantage (to which a person engaged in the Colony can have no claim) 
was fairly earned by the very responsible & laborious duties they had to 
perform, during the whole voyage, in the care of the valuable thorough-bred 
Stock. In this respect therefore, I have no precedent, and consequently no 
authority, for making you any allowance. 

In reply to your Letter of the 25" ultimo, since received, it can only be 
necessary for me to remark that I cannot in the face of the decision of the 
Court of Directors (communicated to you in my Letter of the 25" of April) 
presume to alter that decision upon my own authority. 

All I can do, therefore, in addition to what I have already consented to 
allow you, in accordance with past usage on such occasions, is to forward 
to the Court of Directors Copies of your several Communications on this

subject, and of any other which you may wish to make to them. I feel 
confident that they will be most ready to give every liberal & indulgent 
consideration to the Claims of an old & faithful Servant of the Company, 
consistently with the duty they owe to the Proprietors at large. 

I am at a loss to understand what you mean, in remarking that your 
Services have been brought to a close in a “mysterious” & “unsatisfactory” 
manner. This must refer either to the Directors’ Instructions to dispense 
with your Services, or to my manner of communicating those Instructions. 
If to the former, I should think the Directors have a right, and that they 
will maintain their right, to order the discharge of any of the Company’s 
Servants, whenever they see fit to do so. If to the latter, I am not aware 
that I have used any “mystery” in this business; nor can I consider that 
arrangement “unsatisfactory”, by which you have received two Months’ 
longer Notice, and therefore two Months’ more Salary, than has ever before 
been allowed to an Officer of the Company under similar circumstances.

I beg leave to add that, finding it impossible to go on supplying the

be levied in such cases, being paid to His Majesty, and no part of it to the 
Informer. 

As it must be obvious that the Class of Persons who are most likely to 
obtain & give information on this subject, are those who will not occupy 
their time or take any trouble from a mere sense of public duty without the 
prospect of pecuniary Reward, I beg leave to suggest that a Moiety of the 
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Fine be given to the Informer in all Cases referred to in that part of the Act in 
question as in similar cases under the British Laws. 

I do myself the Honor to add that the injurious practice of throwing out 
Ballast still continues unabated at Newcastle, and that I have the Authority 
of Messrs Brooks & Warner, H. M. Justices of the Peace residing at Newcastle 
& Lake Macquarie, for saying that they entirely coincide with me in the 
suggestions I have now made.

The Humble Petition of Sir William Edward Parry, Knight, Commissioner 
for managing the affairs of the Australian Agricultural Company in New 
South Wales, most respectfully sheweth, 

That Your Petitioner, as Agent to the said Company, received written 
Authority A from Your Excellency, dated the 28" August 1832, to occupy, pro 
tempore, on account of the said Company, a certain Portion of Land to the 
extent of Forty - Thousand Acres, situated near, and partly upon, Liverpool 
Plains; 

That, in consequence of receiving such Authority, Your Petitioner 
transferred to the said Land about Six Thousand Sheep belonging to the said 
Company, together with the requisite number of men, both free and bond; 
that several buildings have been there erected, and others, together with a 
wool — press, are now in course of erection; the whole property thus situated 
amounting in value to not less than twelve thousand pounds, and likely to 
increase in value very considerably before the close of the current year, 

That Your Petitioner, being, as he believes, the first Person to whom 
occupation of any Land on the Western side of the Great Dividing Range has 
been granted, and therefore considering the case as a novel one, on which 
His Majesty’s Government was alone competent to decide, was anxious to 
ascertain to what extent the Laws of the Colony could protect the Persons 
& Property placed upon the said Land; and for that purpose Your Petitioner 
addressed to he Honorable Colonial Secretary a letter B, dated 20" March 
1833 ( of which a Copy is annexed to this Petition) requesting to be informed 
on this subject; more especially as relates to the operation of the Scab - Act; 
and also, as a general & most important question, whether Magistrates, 
Constables, and other Officers of Police could legally act in cases of Offences 
committed upon the Land thus occupied; 

That Your Petitioner received in reply a Letter C from the Honorable 
Colonial Secretary, dated 15* May 1833 ( of which a Copy is hereunto 
annexed) acquainting him, by Your Excellency’s Command, that “the 
Government cannot be called upon to answer questions of the nature 
contained in Your Petitioner’s Letter, which are usually transmitted through 
the Colonial Secretary’s office for reference to the Attorney General, when 


Magistrates find themselves under any difficulty as to the meaning of an Act, 
at the time they are called upon to decide, in a case affected by it”; but that, 
in this instance, the questions had been referred to the Attorney General for 
his opinion thereon; 

That Your Petitioner has since received from the Honorable Colonial 
Secretary, a Letter D dated 21* June 1833, (of which a Copy is hereunto 
annexed) acquainting him, by Your Excellency’s Command, that it is the 
opinion of the Attorney General that the Scab Act “is restricted to the part of 
the Colony prescribed for the Location of Settlers”, by which Your Petitioner 
understands that it does not extend to the Land in question; 

That, altho’ Your Petitioner has not been favoured with any Reply to the 
general question upon which he solicited information - namely, whether the 
Magistrates & Constables &c of the Territory of New South Wales can legally 
act in cases of offences committed upon the Land in question, yet Your 
Petitioner cannot but infer, from the reply already alluded to, that no such 
authority can legally be excercised; and Your Petitioner feels confident that, in 
the face of the Attorney General’s opinion, no Magistrate of this Territory will 
venture to act against an Offender in such cases; 

Your Petitioner is therefore unavoidably led to the conclusion that the 
Servants & Property of the Australian Agricultural Company, situated as 
before described, are virtually not within the pale of the Laws of New South 
Wales, and consequently have not the advantage of the protection of His 
Majesty’s Government, by whose authority alone Your Petitioner, on behalf of 
the said Company, occupies the said Land. 

Under these very alarming circumstances, Your Petitioner respectfully 
entreats that Your Excellency and Your Honorable Council will be pleased 
to take this subject into your early consideration, and adopt such measures 
as may afford due protection to the Persons & Property belonging to the 
Australian Agricultural Company, occupying the said Land by authority from 
His Majesty’s Government.

In replying to the question with which your Letter dated the 4 current 
commences, | beg to remark that I have neither the power nor the wish 
to “compel” you to remain one moment longer here than suits your own 
convenience, after your accounts to the 15" July have passed. The whole 
arrangement has been made by me with a view to your accommodation; as I 
conceived it must be equally important to you and to the Company, that the 
Accounts relating to Stores in your charge, valued at six to seven thousand 
Pounds, should be satisfactorily closed before your departure. 

But I must also remind you that, in asking this ungracious question, you 
seem to have forgotten that you have lately been absent sixteen days on 
your private affairs (for which period you have received your full salary) and 
that another officer was doing your duty all that time, at a very considerable 
inconvenience to the Company, as well as to himself! 

With respect to the payment of the Sum alluded to in your 
Communication dated the 4" current, I believe that, in withholding it for 
the present, I am acting in strict accordance with the universal usage in 
the public Service in such cases. In my own profession, and in the public 
offices in London, I know it to be so; and I believe it to be the same in the 
Commissariat Department of His Majesty’s Government. But, if you think 
otherwise, I am willing to refer the whole of the facts of the case to Mr 
Laidley and any second person to be named by yourself, and shall cheerfully 
abide by their decision, whatever it may be.

Sir, 

As Commissioner for managing the Affairs of the A. A. Company in N. S. 
Wales, I do myself the honor to submit to your consideration the following 
Statement, 

The Company has, under certain Conditions, agreed upon with H. M. 
Home Government, erected very complete Coal Works at Newcastle, in this 
Colony, at an Expense of between Sixteen & Seventeen Thousand Pounds. 

One of the Conditions on which the exclusive right to work the Coals 
was granted to the Company, as stated in Mr Twiss’ Letter to Mr Brickwood 
(the Company’s Secretary in London) dated 31* July 1828, is as follows: 
“that Government shall be entitled in perpetuity to all Coal wanted for 
its own consumption not exceeding in any case one fourth of the average 
annual produce of the Mines, to be delivered at the Pits Mouth, at Prime 
Cost”. 

In recapitulating these Conditions, in a letter addressed to me on the 25" 
June 1830, the Colonial Secretary confirmed the above Stipulation. 

On the 29" of September 1831, being two days after the Working of the 
Coal Mines had been transferred by the Local Government to the Company, 
I addressed a letter to the Colonial Secretary (of which I now annex a copy 
for your information) requesting to be informed on what data, or according 
to what principle His Excellency the Governor conceived the Prime Cost of 
the Coals ought to be computed. I received no reply to this Communication; 
& have only mentioned it here, in order to shew that from the beginning I 
was desirous of having this question decided. 

On the 15" February I transmitted for payment the Company’s first 
Account for Coals supplied to H. M. Local Government. This Account it was 
necessary to divide into two parts; 1“ for a Supply of Coals amounting to one 
fourth part of the whole quantity disposed of during the period, and to be 
charged at Prime Cost; 2% for the Remainder of the Quantity furnished to 
the Government, to be charged at the price paid by the Public. - The former 
of these two Accounts was accompanied by the Manager’s Affidavit of the 
whole quantity disposed of by the Company. 

These Accounts were accompanied by a letter from me to the Colonial 
Secretary (of which I annex an Extract) suggesting that, pending the 
settlement of the Question respecting Prime Cost, the Government should 
pay to the Company “a certain portion of the price say six Shillings per Ton 
for that Quantity of Coal which is chargeable at Prime Cost;” as it would 
appear to be only equitable that the Company should not be kept entirely 
out of their Money until this Question could be settled. 

I received no reply to this Communication "till, having occasion on 
the 16 May 1832 to transmit a Second Quarter’s Accounts against the 
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Government, made out in a similar manner, I repeated my request that 
payment might be made. 

Shortly afterwards, I received a Communication from the Colonial 
Secretary dated 7 June 1832 (a copy of which is annexed) acquainting 
me that the Governor had directed the above-mentioned Accounts to be 
discharged “in conformity with the proposals contained in my letter of the 
15 February 1832”. (B, above) 

Subsequently to that time the Accounts were regularly made out & 
transmitted in a similar form, every Quarter, accompanied by the Manager’s 
Affidavit, it being expressly stated in those Accounts in which only Six 
Shillings per Ton was charged, that this Sum was “on account,” — that is, in 
part payment only, pending the settlement of the Question of “Prime Cost”. 

It may further be of importance to remark that, so cautious have I been 
in not admitting this amount of Six Shillings to be anything but a part of the 
payment, that, even in the printed Receipts for the Money, sent from time 
to time by the Deputy Commissary General for my Signature, I have myself 
caused to be inserted the words “on account” or to that effect, before I 
would attach my Signature to them. 

As however, this mode of rendering the Accounts was attended with 
great practical inconvenience, and as it plainly appeared that the Prime Cost 
could never be fixed at a particular Amount, but must continually fluctuate 
according to the actual Quantity of Coals disposed of, it was suggested by 
the Directors of the Company in London, in a Letter addressed by their 
Governor, Mr Smith, to Viscount Goderich dated the 6" April 1832 that the 
whole of the Coal furnished to the Colonial Government should be charged 
at the fixed rate of Eight Shillings per Ton. 

Mr Hay’s reply to this communication dated the 12" April 1832, 
acquainted Mr Smith that Viscount Goderich could only authorize General 
Bourke to accede to the proposed price “provided he saw no reason to 
question the reasonableness of that amount.” 

I, therefore, applied to the Colonial Secretary by letter dated the 7 June 
(of which an Extract is annexed) requesting, with reference to the above 
Correspondence with the Home Government, that the Governor would be 
pleased to accede to the proposal of paying Eight Shillings per Ton for the 
whole quantity of Coals furnished to H. M. Local Government. 

The Colonial Secretary informed me, by letter dated the 27 July 1833 (an 
extract from which is annexed) that His Excellency “acceded to the proposal 
that the Government shall be furnished at the Pit’s Mouth with all the Coal 
wanted for its’ own Consumption at the rate of Eight Shillings per Ton”. 

This long-pending Question being now, as | conceived, finally settled, 

I transmitted to H. M. Local Government on the 1* of August last, the 
Company’s Accounts against them for the arrears of two Shillings per Ton 
due upon those quantities of Coals which had from time to time been paid 
for in part at Six Shillings. These Arrears amount to £25.10.8 due by the 
Colonial Department of H. M. Government, and £159.10.9 due by the 
Commissariat Department making a Total of £185.1.5. - 

The Colonial Secretary’s Reply dated the 6" of the present Month (of 
which a Copy is hereunto annexed) informs me, to my great Surprize, that 


H. E. The Governor declines paying these Arrears, on the grounds that the 
Arrangement to which he has agreed was “intended to be prospective only”, 
and that it is inconsistent with the usual practice to open out Accounts 
previously adjusted & paid. 

Under the circumstances of this refusal, my duty to the Australian 
Agricultural Company compels me to appeal to your decision, whether, 
in making the above claim, I have not acted in strict accordance with the 
Spirit of Viscount Goderich’s just instructions towards the Company, I 
submit to you Sir, with the utmost confidence as to the result, whether the 
arrangement of paying Eight Shillings per Ton was not bona fide intended 
by H. M. Government as a substitute for the original Stipulation respecting 
the Prime-Cost; and therefore whether the Company can be denied payment 
according to the terms of their Agreement, for any period of the supplies, 
without a direct breach of Faith on the part of H. M. Government. 

It can scarcely be necessary for me to draw your attention to the obvious 
fact that the Company must be entitled to payment according to one or the 
other of the two arrangements - that is, either at prime-cost, or at Eight 
Shillings per Ton; whereas, according to General Bourke’s present view of 
the matter they would appear to be entitled neither to the one nor the other. 
But it may be necessary for me to apprize you that, if His Excellency prefers 
the former of these two, the Directors of the Company can easily prove to 
you that H. M. Government would have to pay at least two or three Shillings 
more than Eight, as the Prime Cost of every Ton of Coals furnished during 
the period in question. 

I beg leave further to submit to you whether one of the reasons given 
by the Governor for the non payment of this Claim, - namely, that it is 
inconsistent with the usual practice to open out Accounts previously 
adjusted & paid, can apply, with any propriety or justice, to the present case. 
It can hardly be necessary for me to appeal to your decision in this particular 
instance, whether it be consistent with justice, in any case for H. M. 
Government to refuse the payment of a just debt to a large Amount, merely 


because some forms of Office might suffer inconvenience or derangement by 
the payment; but, Sir, I think it will appear to you sufficiently clear from the 
foregoing statement that the Accounts for which I now claim payment, have 
not, in any legitimate sense of the words, been “adjusted and paid” at all. 

Having thus laid before you a correct Statement of the facts of this Case, 
I do myself the Honor respectfully to request that instructions more explicit 
than His Excellency appears yet to have received may be given to General 
Bourke to pay these Amounts without further delay. 

And I am also desirous of submitting to your consideration whether, 
as a part of this debt has already been due nearly Two Years, and a large 
portion of another year may probably elapse before your Instructions can 
be received, the Company will not be entitled to a reasonable allowance for 
Interest; H. M. Government being the only purchasers who have not paid 
Cash for Coals supplied to them by the Company, & the Company being 
obliged to pay Cash for all their expenses in maintaining the Colliery.

Company’s Estate, as well as to secure to the Settlers on the Lands adjoining 
the Company’s Tracts, the use of those Streams which may be available for 
the fertility and cultivation of their Land, as well as afford Water-Carriage for 
their produce.

On the 12" instant I did myself the Honor, as Commissioner for 
managing the Affairs of the A. A. Company in New South Wales, to address 
to you a letter on the subject of a Claim against H. M. Local Government 
for Coals furnished by the Company, which Claim His Excellency General 
Bourke had declined recognizing, for the reasons which I have explained in 
that Communication. 

I am now, as unexpectedly as unwillingly again under the necessity of 
addressing you on a subject of still greater importance to the Company’s 
Interests, as relates to their Coal Works at Newcastle. 

For this purpose I beg once more to call your attention to Mr Twiss’ to 
Mr Brickwood (the Company’s Secretary in London) dated 31" July 1828, 
which formed the Basis of that Agreement between H. M. Government and 
the Company on the faith of which the latter have erected & are maintaining, 
Coal Works at so heavy an expence and by virtue of which they are bound to 
provide against any failure in the supply of Coals to the Public. 

In this letter the following Condition occurs: 

Thirdly: “That although the assistance required by the Company, in 
regard to Convict labourers, must necessarily depend upon the means which 
the Colonial Government may have at its disposal for affording it, yet as 
the Government will cease to raise the Coal which may be required for the 
General Purposes of the Colony, every possible facility and encouragement 
for this object, be afforded to the Company, so that no scarcity of this 
Article may take place, and the quantity raised be, as far as depends on 
the assistance of Convict labour, at all times, if possible, adequate to the 
demand.” 

In accordance with this stipulation, General Darling, the late Governor 
of the Colony, did afford every facility & encouragement, as regards Convict 
Labour in erecting & maintaining the Coal Works. Previous to the working of 
the Coals being entirely transferred to the Company, a few, extra Mechanics 
were lent to them from the Government Establishment at Newcastle for 
a certain number of Months; at the expiration of which they were duly 
returned to Government. Since that time the Company’s Establishment of 
Convicts at their Colliery has continued nearly as follows; the number and 
other particulars here stated being bona fide the Establishment on the 31" 
ultimo 
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Blacksmith 1 
Stone-Cutter 1 
Bricklayer 1 
Carpenter 1 
Sawyers (one pair) 2

43 


It may be necessary to explain to you that the above small Establishment 
of Six Convict Mechanics, is as necessary to the effective maintenance of the 
Coal Works, as the Miners & Labourers are. The Blacksmith and Carpenter 
are incessantly occupied in keeping the various parts of the ‘Pit Gear’ as well 
as the Coal Waggons, Coal Skips, and Railway in repair; the latter being 329 
yards in length. The same remark applies to the Bricklayer; the Chimney, as 
well as the brickwork about the Boiler, and round the Pit needing constant 
repair, and the Services of a Stone-Cutter, tho’ not continually required are 
some times needed to keep the Stone foundation of the Steam Engine in 
sound Condition. The one pair of Sawyers is quite indispensable, as well to 
provide wood for the different buildings not yet completed, as to keep the 
Pit supplied with ‘Prop-wood, for supporting the roof, above five hundred 
props being at the present consumption required per Month, or about 6,300 
per Year, all of which have to be brought from several miles’ distance. 

Upon the above-mentioned Establishment, (which however as regards 
regular Miners, is at times barely sufficient to keep up the Supply of Coals) 
the operations of the Company’s Colliery were proceeding with tolerable 
prospects of success and the encreasing consumption (under their improved 
mode of working) was beginning to reduce the actual cost of raising the 
Coals to the low & hitherto losing price at which they were sold, when I 
received a Communication from the Colonial Secretary of a very alarming 
nature; inasmuch as it intimates an intention, on the part of the present 
Local Government, to deny to the Company’s Colliery for the future that 
moderate assistance in the labour of Convict Mechanics to which, for two 
years past, they have been considered entitled, and without which they must 
struggle afresh for the very smallest profit upon this important part of their 
undertaking. 

On the 19" ultimo I applied in the usual Form to the proper Board, 
for the assignment of a Bricklayer & a Sawyer, for the Colliery, in place of 
two such men about to receive Tickets of Leave. At the same time I wrote 
a letter to the Colonial Secretary, (A, of which a copy is hereunto annexed) 
stating for the Governor’s information the particular circumstances of my 
application. I also annex (B) a Copy of the Colonial Secretary’s reply. 

Under these circumstances, I am compelled to appeal to your decision, 
whether it be in accordance with the Spirit, or even with the letter, of 
the Stipulations above referred to, that the Company should be refused 
the Assignment of two Convicts for the purposes I have mentioned, in 
consequence of any “Regulations established” since those Stipulations were 
entered into — Regulations which have never been opposed to this specific 
claim of the Company until now; and which, if applied to the Company’s 


Colliery, will alter the whole bearing of their Agreement with H. M. 
Government. 

It may be proper for me to acquaint you that the Salaries & Wages now 
paid by the Company to Free Persons employed exclusively in their Colliery, 
comprising a Manager - a Book-Keeper - an Engineer - a Brakesman and 
a Blacksmith, amount to £1187.18.1 per Annum which I am sure you will 
consider more than a reasonable Annual outlay for Free labour in an infant 
Establishment of this nature; whereas the principle now about to be acted 
upon by H. E. General Bourke would shortly encrease this outlay to the 
Amount of between £300 & £400 per Annum for the maintenance of six 
more free Mechanics. 

I beg leave, Sir, most respectfully to assure you that it is impossible for 
the A. A. Company to continue the working of the Coal Mines at the present 
price of Nine Shillings per Ton to the Public, & Eight Shillings per Ton to 
the Government, if this new and unexpected obstruction be thrown in the 
way of their operations. 

It may not be improper for me to add, in justice to the A. A. Company 
& to myself as their Agent, that while difficulties are thus opposed by the 
Government to the economical working of the Company’s Mines, it has 
been, and still is, my most anxious desire to afford to the Government every 
possible convenience & advantage. As one proof of this, | may mention that 
so far from taking advantage of the letter of the Company’s Stipulation, to 
deliver the Coals to the Government “at the Pit’s Mouth”, I have always 
delivered it on board the Vessels, by the Rail-road, constructed at several 
thousand Pounds expence for that purpose by which arrangement alone the 
Government has been enabled to do away with an expensive Establishment 
of Carts, working oxen, drivers & labourers, for shipping their Coals in 
the former slow method at the Old Wharf now nearly gone to decay. I am 
confident in stating that Sixpence per Ton is thus saved to the Government 
upon every Ton of Coals they consume, while, on the other hand, Ten Tons 
of Coals are now delivered on board the Vessel in the space of time in which 
a Cart could deliver One, should the Company’s Agent be disposed to insist, 
(as he justly might.) on complying with the literal terms of their Agreement. 

On all these grounds I do myself the Honor most earnestly, on behalf 
of the A. A. Company, that directions may be given for affording to their 
Colliery “every possible facility & encouragement”, as regards Convict labour, 
in performance of the Stipulation entered into by H. M. Home Government 
on this head, and expressly, that the Company may not be deprived of that 
precise kind of labour which amongst Free Persons it is most difficult and 
expensive to obtain in N. S. Wales namely that of mechanics such as those 
above referred to.

I have the Honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
16" instant, acquainting me by direction of H. E. The Governor, that the 
Secretary of State has consented to the appointment of a Stipendiary 
Magistrate & Constabulary at Port Stephens, upon condition that the A. A. 
Company provide & maintain in repair certain Buildings & consent to incur 
certain other Expences, as proposed in my letter of the 1“ of March 1832. 

Assuming that the Constabulary intended to be maintained here by 
H. M. Government is the same in point of numbers & efficiency as the 
present Establishment - namely, Three Constables, at Two Shillings & 
Three pence per diem if Free, and at One Shilling & Nine pence per diem 
if Prisoners, as intimated to me by your letter of the 27" of July 1832, I beg 
leave respectfully to offer the following Remarks on the arrangement now 
proposed. 

I have no objection to incur on the part of the Company the Expense 
detailed in my letter of the 1* of March 1832; but there are some points 
connected with those details, which, on the present occasion, appear to me 


to require a somewhat more explicit understanding. 

1* The Police Clerk whom I proposed maintaining is to be a Prisoner, 
as may be inferred from the Sum of £19 per Annum for his maintenance, 
named in my letter of the 1* of March 1832. I mention this, because a 
“Residence for the Clerk” is stated as one of the Conditions, in your letter to 
which I have now the Honor of replying. 

2" In order to prevent any future misunderstanding as to the particular 
quantity of Stationery to be used annually in the Police Office, I beg leave to 
propose that it be fixed at the actual Supply furnished by the Government 
to this Bench for the year ending 30" June 1833. To enable me to comply 
with this Arrangement, (should His Excellency approve it) I request to be 
furnished with a Statement of the quantity thus supplied. 

3 For the reason stated in the last Paragraph, I would suggest the 
propriety of also fixing the quantity of Arms, Irons, Oil, & Cooking Utensils, 
to be supplied by the Company to the Police. I request, therefore, that His 
Excellency will be pleased to propose what he considers a fair proportion of 
each. 


I have thought it necessary thus to enter into detail on points which 
may appear to be of minor importance, because, without an explicit 
understanding, some misapprehension & difficulty may hereafter occur. 

With reference to that part of your letter which intimates the intention of 
the Governor to withdraw the Detachment of Military from Port Stephens, 
without substituting a Force of Mounted Police, as proposed in my letter of 
the 1* of March 1832, I beg leave respectfully to assure His Excellency that, 
in my opinion, such a measure cannot be adopted without incurring a very 
serious risk. Although the Infantry force now stationed here is certainly not 
so available in aid of the Police as a smaller number of Mounted Soldiers 
would prove, yet, I cannot contemplate a removal of all Military force 
without great alarm; because it comes within my own knowledge, from 
personal experience, that, notwithstanding the repeated attacks made by the 
Blacks upon the Company’s Servants, and the several Murders which have 
ensued, yet there exists, on the part of these Natives, a very great dread of 
the Military - a feeling which is absolutely essential to the security of the 
Persons & Property belonging to the Company necessarily scattered over a 
wide extent of this Estate. 

Under these circumstances, it becomes my duty unequivocally to declare 
it as my opinion that the carrying into effect of His Excellency’s present 
intention would be the signal of a series of attacks upon the Company’s 
Stations, which would give rise to the most frightful atrocities. 

As His Excellency’s determination is stated to be founded on the 
circumstance of the Company’s Lands in this neighbourhood being shortly 
about to be diminished in extent, I beg leave to point out that this fact in 
no-wise obviates the necessity of an efficient Military Protection; in as much 
as no reduction in the population of the Company’s Establishment will take 
place in consequence of that circumstance. On the contrary it is intended 
to increase this Establishment as rapidly as the assignment of men will 
permit, whilst the useless portion of Land abandoned by the Company in 
February 1831, was never at anytime occupied by a single Individual in the 
Company’s Service. 

I would therefore again suggest the propriety of a Force of Mounted 
Police being substituted for the Military Detachment about to be withdrawn; 
but, should the exigencies of the Service not allow of the number which I 
proposed in my letter of the 1“ of March 1832, I would respectfully submit 
that a Non-Commissioned Officer and three Privates of the Mounted Police 
be stationed here, which force, it may be hoped, if properly employed, would 
prove sufficient for the Security of this District, while, at the same time, their 
Services might likewise be available for the District of Williams’ River.

I trust that the 
information thus collected, and now about to be transmitted to you by 
Captain Moffatt, will satisfactorily show that no outrage whatever has been 
committed upon the Blacks by any of the Company’s Servants. 

With respect to the charge brought more immediately against myself, of 
having offered a Reward for the Heads of certain Natives, it may perhaps be 
sufficient for me unequivocally to declare that I never, directly or indirectly, 
offered any such Reward; that so inhuman & disgusting a piece of barbarity 
never entered my head; and, that I never even heard of a Report of such 
a thing, as relates either to Captain Moffatt or myself, until, to my utter 
astonishment, I saw it stated in your letter addressed to that Officer on the 34

I have the Honor to acknowledge the receipt of your Letter of the 23" 
instant calling upon me, by Command of His Excellency the Governor to 


provide a Fund for the purposes of Religion & Education, as mentioned in 
the Secretary of State’s Despatch dated the 21* of April 1830, for the benefit 
of that portion of the A. A. Company’s Original Selection of Land to be 
retained by them at Port Stephens. 

In reply, I do myself the Honor to remark that the Secretary of State’s 
Despatch above alluded to, contains, in addition to the Terms to which His 
Excellency refers, the following very important Agreement: 

“In order to enable the Company the better to make all or any of the 
before mentioned provisions, I have agreed to allow, that the Company 
shall take the Reserve already allotted for Ecclesiastical purposes at Port 
Stephens, or such a part of it, as shall be proportioned to the quantity of 
their old allotment which they may retain & a proportionate quantity of 
Land adjoining the second and third Locations for the same purpose, in all 
not exceeding the present Reserve, on a Lease for 99 years, determinable at 
the option of H. M. Government at the end of any 21 years of that period, 
upon giving two years notice to the Secretary of the Company in London. 
This Lease is to be executed in behalf of the Company, by their Corporate 
Seal” &c &c 

As the Lease of these Lands has not been made to the Company this 
Circumstance alone might be sufficient to justify my declining to provide 
the funds now called for. But, I beg leave to repeat what I had the Honor of 
stating to the Governor at a Conference with which His Excellency favored 
me at Parramatta, that the Agreement under which these funds were to be 
provided by the Company, was totally annulled by the late change in the 
System of disposing of Crown Lands in this Colony. The decision to this 
effect on the part of H. M. Government was communicated by Lord Howick 
to the Directors of the A. A. Company on the 5" of March 1831, in the 
following terms: 

“That the Commissioners for Enquiry into the Revenues and 
Expenditure of New South Wales had presented to the House of Commons 
a Report recommending an abandonment of the System of retaining any 
Lands in that Colony under the Description of “Clergy & School Reserves’; 
and that in accordance with such recommendation, H. M. Government had 
determined no longer to retain such Lands, but to put them up to sale in the 
same manner as other Lands were to be sold, under the arrangements lately 
made in respect of the disposal of Lands in New South Wales. 

The Agreement, therefore, which had been entered into with the A. A. 
Company to grant to them a Lease, for 99 years, of the Clergy & School 
Reserves, in consideration of their contributing certain Sums for the support 
of one or more Clergymen, could not be fulfilled.

Sir Edward Parry presents his Compliments to Captain Moffatt and begs 
to acquaint him that the circumstances alluded to in his communication had 
no reference whatever to the Police. They were as follows: 

Sir Edward Parry having been informed that it had been stated by 
Captain Moffatt to Mr Henry Hall, Mr Stubbs and other gentlemen that, 

a short time back, Mr Price had been seen in a state of intoxication, and 
that the authority of Constable Powers was that on which Captain Moffatt 
founded this Statement, Sir Edward Parry proceeded, in company with 
Colonel Dumaresq and Mr Price, to enquire into the origin of this Report. 

On questioning Powers, he unequivocally declared that he had never 
communicated to Captain Moffatt, or to any other person, any thing which 
could, by inference, or otherwise, have conveyed such an impression. He 
stated that he had this day for the first time, learnt from Staunton, the Police 
Clerk, that Mr Price had been seen in the state above alluded to. Sir Edward 
Parry called Staunton, whom he saw standing at the Police Office, with a 
view to ascertain from him the manner in which this Report had reached 
him. Staunton stated that Captain Moffatt was his informant. 

Sir Edward Parry further learnt from Messrs Darch and White that 
Captain Moffatt had likewise conveyed to them an impression of the same 
nature; with this addition as related by Mr White that Mr Price had run 
some risk of being taken to the Watch House by Powers. 

Sir Edward Parry trusts that the foregoing information may afford to
